A TRUCE TO SULPHUR WAR. 


The American producers and the 
Italian Consorzio have advanced the 
price of crude sulphur to $22 per ton, 
an increase of $2.50. This move comes 
as a natural culmination of another in- 
teresting phase of the brimstone situa- 
tion. As we have had occasion to rec- 
ord from time to time, there has been 
first war then peace, then war, and now 
comes peace again between the rival 
sulphur producers of the world. Twice 
have they measured swords and 
sheathed them after a price slashing 
contest. The swords are now securely 
in their scabbards, though the hands 
may yet clasp the hilf. In other words 
the consumers’ cherished hope that the 
disruption between the producers would 
lead to a bottomless market, has been 
dashed to earth and once more values 
are established on a higher basis with 
chances pro. tem, favoring rather an 
advance than a decline. 

Our market report on brimstone of 
this issue contains the copy of 
an interesting communication from 
Messina, dated early in the pres- 
ent month, wherein it is stated 
that an understanding has_ been 
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reached between the Consorzio and the 
American producers. The details have 
not been officially made public on the 
other side, but enough has been gleaned, 
according to the letter, to confirm a 
belief expressed in the Oil, Paint and 
Drug Reporter as early as December 2 
that an agreement had been reached 
between the parties. The supposition 
seems quite rational, in view of the 
facts, that in return for an agreement 
by the Consorzio not to trespass in this 
market, the Americans are not to in- 
vade Europe, The position of affairs 
has thus reverted back to the original 
status at the time when the Louisiana 
fields, after having proved an efficiency 
capable of taking care of the needs of 


this country, left a most comforta- 
ble surplus for distribution in 
Europe. At this time Sicilian cum- 


petition here was felt probably as keen- 
ly as American competition abroad, 
and, after wrangling for some time, an 
armistice was arranged whereby each 
belligerent left the other in possession 
of his own respective field. Prices were 
maintained in this way, and things ran 
along smoothly until the burden of ac- 
cumulated supplies grew too heavy for 
the Sicilian concern to bear, even 
though backed by substantial assist- 
ance from the Italian government. 
There being no other outlet for the sur- 
plus, an attempt was made to make a 
dumping ground of the United States, 
regardless of the fact that such must 
be considered on this side as an act 
of war and must lead to reprisals des- 
tined to offset the advantage of a 
wider market to the foreigner. 


The Americans were not slow to carry 
the war into the enemies camp and at 
the same time they tried to defeat the 
purpose of the Italians to deliver sul- 
phur here by invoking government in- 
terference. ‘It does not seem that they 
were successful in having any of the 
consignments to this country seized on 
the grounds that their distribution 
here was due to a conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade, and so other and more 
successful methods were adopted to 
keep out Sicilian sulphur. What those 
methods were no one in a position to 
talk will explain, but it is known that 
at present no more sulphur is coming 
forward, that there has been a lull in 
Ameriean aggression abroad, and that 
the price has been advanced $2.50 per 
ton. 

Notice of advance came first from 
the Consorzio, who, according to their 
selling agents here, cabled them the 
laconic and simple instructions “sell at 
twenty-two.” <A few days later official 
notice was sent out from the headquar- 
ters of the American producers that 
sulphur was advanced to $22 per ton. 

The ignorance professed by both par- 
ties as to why the market has ad- 
vanced can only be ascribed to the 
commendable axiom that “silence is 
golden.’”’ Of course they made the ad- 
vance and so they must be in a posi- 
tion to explain the circumstances which 
led to it, but if the only official explana- 
tion available is taken for granted, 
there is no change in the situation and 
prices just went up automatically.

The letter from Messina, while an- 
nouncing that the understanding came 
as a great relief to the Italian trade, 
and that prospects there looked much 
brighter in consequence thereof and 
also by reason of the fact that the gov- 
ernment had promised further financial 
aid, does not ring with the true note 
ef genuine assurance. “The necessity 
of reducing the output,” it says, ‘“‘seems 
to be entirely discarded for the time 
being,’’ a fact which will not tend to 
strengthen the hands of the Consorzio, 
or remove it from the temptation of the 
American market. It seems also to be 
the hope of the Sicilians that they 
may induce the American producers to 
accept a compromise on the distribution 
of trade which while excluding the 
United States product from Europe 
would allow of a disposition of some 
70,000 to 80,000 tons of Siclian sulphur 
annually in this market. This they con- 
tend is the only solution of the prob- 
lem which requires the maintainance of 
high prices for sulpgur. The conclu- 
sion may be correct, but whether this 
method of arriving at an end so de 
sirable will appeal to the American 
producers, remains to be seen. One

In the framing of regulations under 
the pure food and drug law and in the 
execution of that statute, including the 
preparation of the test case begun in 
Washington last week against a manu- 


facturer of proprietary preparations, 
three serious questions have 
which have an important bearing upon 
the efficiency of the statute. In the 
first place, it is now practically con- 
ceded that the statute does not apply 
to any form of advertising separate and 
distinct from the package in which 
the goods are actually sold; in other 
words, the representations made con- 
cerning the goods in newspapers, cir- 
culars, almanacs or by word of mouth 
cannot be restricted or regulated by 
the Federal authorities under the pure 
food and drug law. 

In the second place, it is an open 
question whether circulars placed in- 
side the cartons containing drugs or 
rood products are within the scope of 
the statute for purposes of regulation. 
Section 8 of the law provides that “the 
term ‘misbranding,’ as used herein, 
shall apply to all drugs, or articles of 
food, or articles which enter into the 
composition of food, the package or 
label of which shall bear any statement, 
design, or device regarding such ar- 
ticle, or the ingredients or substances 
contained therein which shall be false 
or misleading in any particular, and 
to any food or drug product which is 
falsely branded as to the State, Ter- 
ritory, or country in which it is manu- 
factured or produced.” We have been 
informed that some manufacturers have 
been advised by their attorneys that 
the words “‘package or label” employed 
in this section refer only to the car- 
tons in which the goods are sold and 
the label attached to the bottle or con- 
tainer of the goods themselves and not 
to the circulars or other advertising 
matter which may be packed within 
the carton. On the other hand, it is 
the belief of a number of manufactur- 
ers that the courts will construe the 
law as applied to carton, label and cir- 
cular on the broad ground that they 
constitute the representations under 
which the manufacturer ships his 
goods from State to State and offers 
them to the public through the ré- 
tailer. 

The third question which disturbs tthe 
authorities and which has been brought 
sharply to the front in the test case 
instituted in Washington last week, is 
whether the language of the pure food 
and drug law regarding statements

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PROGRESS OF DENATURED 
ALCOHOL. 

We publish this week some interest- 
ing statistics concerning denatured al- 
cohol, The figures show the total pro- 
duction of industrial spirits during the 
first calendar year, or since the free 
alcohol law went into force. According 
to the returns furnished by the Internal 
Revenue Department there were pro- 
duced within that time 3,353,885.16 wine 
gallons, an equivalent to 6,305,304.09 
proof gallons, of which about one-third 
was specially denatured and two-thirds 
completely denatured alcohol. The 
table accompanying the report, giving 
the outturn by months, indicates that 
the removal of many of the original 
restrictions placed upon the manufac- 
ture and distribution of the denatured 
spirit has had the effect of stimulating 
consumption during the last quarter of 
the year. 

During September, October and No- 
vember there were produced 580,121.58 
gallons of completely denatured, and 
564,708.40 gallons of specially denatured 
spirits, or a total for the four months 
ending the year of 1,144,829.98 gallons, 
against a total for the first eight 
months of 2,209,255.08 gallons. In figur- 
ing the gradual gain in output, as the 
month went by, it should be remem- 
bered that the production in January, 
the first month under the law, was 
573,449.36 gallons, a quantity far in ex- 
cess of the outturn for any other suc- 
ceeding month, and that February was 
another heavy producing month. The 
returns for these two months show a 
production of 876,188.35 gallons. This 
yield was in excess of immediate re- 
quirements, and consuming demand not 
being particularly encouraging at this 
time there was a sudden curtailment 
in production. 

The greatest quantity produced in 
any one month during the balance of 
the year was in April, when 270,284.74 
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gallons of completely and_ specially 


denatured spirits were manufactured. 


The lowest point of production was 


reached in July when the quantity re-

ported was 154,498.03 gallons. The

The falling off at this point may in no 
small measure be ascribed to general 
business depression aggravated by the 
unwillingness of distillers to increase 
their stocks in view of the difficulty in 


procuring sufficient currency to meet 


revenue requirements for tax-paid 
spirits. 
It will be observed with no little 


satisfaction, however, that specially de- 
natured spirits have already filled a big 
gap in a long-felt want, and it would 
not be surprising to see the next re- 
turns showing a radical increase. 

The gain in completely denatured 
spirits must necessarily be slower, as 
it takes time to educate the general 
public to its various uses, but the 
greatest drawback so far has been the 
lack of appliances for its consump- 
tion, a lack, however, which no doubt 
will readily be supplied within reason- 
able time. Once the manufacturers of 
these appliances begin to expand and 
push their wares, the consumption of 
industrial alcohol will increase in due 
proportion. 

A new and most important feature 
of the government's free alcohol policy 
may be the enactment of a law pro- 
viding for the utilization, free of tax, 
of pure grain spirits in the manufac- 
ture of perfumery, cosmetics and med- 
icinal preparations made for export. A 
bill has been introduced in Washing- 
ton which provides that alcohol intend- 
ed for such use may be withdrawn 
from bond free and used under Treas- 
ury regulationg now governing import- 
ed alcohol, This privilege would ob- 
viate the necessity for American man- 
ufacturers of drugs and such goods re- 
quiring the use of pure grain spirits 
to establish factories in Canada or 
other foreign countries, and should 
raise an effectual bar to the entrance 
of foreign alcohol into the United 
States.

Since December 24 thirty different 
vessels have sailed or have been load- 
ing cottonseed and oil cake at Alexan- 
dria, Egypt, for United Kingdom ports. 
These consignments are divided about 
equally between London and Hull, with 
an occasional cargo to Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Ipswich and Greenock. This 
has been an unusually active season 
for shipping. Cottonseed has proved 
to be of a good quality. 


At Tuesday’s Providence meeting of 
the creditors of the Whittle Dye Works 
of Bellfont, R. L., which made an as- 
signment December 23, the assignee re- 
ported that the liabilities were $132,196, 
while the only assets are included in 
the plant. It was shown by the report 
that during the last two years the plant 
was operated at a loss of $68,594, al- 
though the last three dividends were 
paid, aggregating $8,612.

Every arrangement has been 
perfected for an increase in the capi- 
tal stock of the present company from 
$25,000 to $100,000. Just as soon as the 
gue season is over the work of erect- 
ng all necessary buildings for the ad- 
ditional machinery will begin and the 
work rushed to completion, to be ready 
for the fall season. 


Because of the failure of the employes 
of the Allegany Window Glass Com- 
pany, at Port Allegany, Pa., to reach 
an agreement on the wage scale, the 
fire has been put out and the tank 
dipped out. This is taken to mean that 
the factory will not resume for at least 
a month and even then it will depend 
upon labor conditions and the condition 
of the market. Because of a shortage 
of gas, the Mississippi factory at the 
vg place is only working on half 
time. 


Advices from Calcutta state that the 
final official report on the indigo crop 
of the United Provinces of 1907 esti- 
mates the total area at 47,319 acres as 
compared with 40,374 acres of the previ- 
ous year and the total outturn of indigo 
at 8,340 factory maunds as against 7,- 
560 maunds in 1906. The quantity of 
indigo that will be available for the 
Calcutta market will, it is said, be prob- 
ably less than this, as some portion of 
the dye is consumed locally or exported 
to other provinces. It might also be 
stated in this connection that the 
Madras presidency records a loss of 34 
per cent. in acreage, the crop up to the 
end of November last covering only 
99,400 acres against 150,500 of a corre- 
sponding period in 1906. The Cuddapah, 
the Punjab and Nellore districts also 
show marked decreases, all said to be 
due to the introduction of synthetic 
and want of seasonable rainfall,

A stringent anti-trust bill has been 
introduced in the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture. The bill provides a penalty of 
from $1,000 to $5,000 for any ‘trust’ 
corporation to do business in the State, 
or any agent for the trust to do busi- 
ness in tne State. 

After a shut-down of six weeks, the 
Atlas factory of the Hazel Atlas Glass 
Company, of Washington, Pa., will re- 
sume operations this morning (Monday) 
While the other departments of the 
plant have resumed or will do so in a 
short time. All of the tanks have been 
rebuilt during the shutdown and a ma- 
chine shop erected. A warehouse, 200 
by 80 feet, is nearing completion, The 
Atlas factory manufactures fruit jars 
and has a daily capacity of 78 tons or 
10,000 dozen jars. 

According to mail advices, Germany 
is threatened with a “scientific prole- 
tariat,”’ as the oversupply of chemists is 
called which the universities and poly- 
technic schools are turning out. Com- 
petition for places has cut down sal- 
aries wholly out of proportion to the 
expense of the preliminary training. 
The surplus is still too large, in spite 
of the emigration in large numbers of 
well trained men to other countries, 
which are getting some of the benefit 
of Germany’s policy. 

Advices from Washington Tuesday 
stated that the Board of Food and Drug 
Inspection heard Mr. Allstaedt, a cus- 
toms broker, who appeared to argue an 
appeal from the food and drug labora- 
tory in New York with reference to 
some imported olive oil. The oil in 
question was marked “gallons,” 
“quarts,” “pints,” ete., and Mr. All- 
staedt pleaded against the goods being 
sent home on account of incorrect 
measuring and marking, owing to the 
expense which this would involve. The 
board reserved its verdict. 


Consul L, Edwin Dudley, of Van- 
couver, reports the formation of a local 
$500,000 company for taking over the 
present fishing station, oil and cannery 
plant at Skidegate, British Columbia, 
and enlarging this station. It is an- 
nounced that salmon, cod, halibut, 
herring, dogfish, and clams will be 
fished for shipment, the oil obtained 
being treated and barreled at the fac- 
tory, and the offal being turned into 
fertilizer. It is proposed to build a 
cold-storage warehouse for the pres- 
ervation of fresh fish awaiting ship- 
ment, and also to equip the fishing 
schooners with the latest cold-storage 
apparatus, 

The plant of the Kanawha Glass 
Company, at Fairchance, Pa., has re- 
sumed operations in all departments, 
employing 255 men under the new 
amalgamated scale of wages. It is said 
that the company has orders enough 
on hand to insure work up to August 
1, The Masontown factory, employing 
200 men, has also resumed with suffi- 
cient orders to insure work for at least 
two months. Fire has been lighted un- 
der tank No. 2 at the Bellevernon plant 
of the American Window Glass Com- 
pany. The tank was destroyed by fire 
July 23, but during the past six months 
the plant has been materially improved 
and the output considerably enlarged. 
Superintendent W. M. Dravo expects to 
blow glass February 3. At that time 
300 men will be employed. 


The Tennessee Copper Co, has com- 
pleted its sulphuric acid plant at Duck- 
town, Tenn., and the plant is now in 
successful operation, turning out crude 
sulphuric acid. It will be recalled that 
the state of Georgia put the Tennessee 
Copper Co, into a position where it had 
to suppress the damaging fumes from 
its mines or quit business. The sul- 
phuric acid plant is the means devised 
for saving the copper company from 
this disaster after it had spent hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in getting 
ready to produce copper. The sulphuric 
acid is being shipped in tank cars to 
manufacturers of fertilizer, etc., and 
the company has almost unlimited ca- 
pacity for its production. Great benefit 
may come in this direction to the farm- 
ers in that it may cheapen the fertiliz- 
ers containing sulphuric acid. 


Wednesday Deputy Sheriff Rinn re- 
ceived an execution for $25,989 against 
the Newfoundland Syndicate, Pilleys 
Island Pyrites Co., Terra Nova Co., and 
National Metallurgic Co., all of No. 43 
Exchange Place, in favor of the Manu- 
facturers’ Commercial Co. The claim 
is on a joint note of the Pilleys Island 
Pyrites Co., Terra Nova Co. and Na- 
tional Metallurgic Co. The Newfound- 
land Syndicate is a New Jersey corpo- 
ration, incorported in November, 1904, 
with a capital stock of $300,000.

The Arabol Manufacturing Company, 
100 William street, New York City, 
have brought their plant for the manu- 
facture of pastes, gums, starches, siz- 
ings and related products to such a 
point which, they claim, enables them 
to meet any particular condition in 
their field. For pasting labels on tin 
they have a special adhesive, called 
Tinnol. It has become, they say, a 
staple for all who have tried it. Its 
claims are that it makes the labels 
stick and keeps them in good condition 
and free from rust spots. The same is 
said to apply to their Stannol, for past- 
ing labels on tinfoil. 


An order of dissolution was en- 
tered in the Common Pleas Court, 
at Cleveland, last week by Judge 
George L. Phillips against the Amal- 
gamated Glass Workers’ Association. 
Judge Phillips held the association an 
organization in restraint of trade and 
a trust, and issued the dissolution or- 
der on the broad ground of public 
policy. The command of the court 
that the union be dissolved followed a 
long legal battle, in which cutters and 
flatteners assailed the union, charging 
that it was a trust and that the cut- 
ters and flatteners were discriminated 
against by the blowers and gatherers, 
forming a mapority in the union. The 
plaintiffs asserted they were forced to 
work for less in the union than they 
could obtain otherwise, because of the 
majority’s discrimination. The court 
ordered the distribution also of the 
union’s fund of $110,000 among the sev- 
eral thousand members.

Low Grade Teas for Chemical 
Use. 


FAVORABLE REPORT SUBMITTED BY 
SENATE COMMITTEE ON BILL TO PER- 
MIT THE IMPORTATION OF TEA 
WASTE AND SIFTINGS FOR CHEMI- 
CAL MANUFACTURING PURPOSES. 


Washington, Jan. 24, 1908. 


The Senate Committee on Commerce.has 
made a favorable report upon the Dill 
introduced by Senator Stone, of Missouri, 
to permit the importation of low-grade 
teas, tea waste, etc., for use in the manu- 
facture of certain chemicals, This bill 
was originally introduced in the Fifty- 
eighth Congress by Senator Cockrell, of 
Missouri, and was intended to relieve 
chemical manufacturers from the opera- 
tion of the so-called pure tea act, which 
excludes tea sweepings and all teas which 
fall below a certain standard. At one 
time it was thought that the Treasury 
Department could be induced to allow the 
importation of tea sweepings, etc., if so 
denatured as to prevent their consump- 
tion as tea, but in view of the specific 
language employed in the pure tea act, 
it was subsequently decided that such a 
course would be illegal, Mr. Stone’s bill 
having been referred to the Treasury De- 
artment for a report, Acting Secretary 
dwards a few days ago forwarded to the 
Committee on Commerce a_ favorable 
recommendation as follows:— 


“IT have to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 9th instant, tranemitting by direc- 
tion of the Committee on Commerce, for such 
suggestions as I may deem proper, a copy of a 
bill, S. 514, Sixtieth Congress, first session, 
‘To amend an act entitled ‘‘An act to prevent 
the importation of impure and unwholesome 
tea,’’ approved March second, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-seven.’ 

“The bill provides that section 1 of the said 
act be amended by adding the following:— 

‘* *Provided, That nothing herein shall affect 
or prevent the importation into the United 
States, under such regulations as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe, of any mer- 
chandise as tea which may be inferior in 
purity, quality and fitness for consumption to 
the standards established by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, or of any tea waste, tea siftings 
or tea sweepings for the sole purpose of man- 
ufacturing theine, caffeine or other chemical 
producte whereby the identity and character of 
the original material is entirely destroyed or 
changed; and that importers and manufac- 
turers who import or bring into the United 
States such tea, tea waste, tea siftings or tea 
sweepings shall give suitable bond, to be ap- 
proved as to amount and securities by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, conditioned that 
said imported material shall be only ueed for 
the purposes herein provided, under such regu- 
lations as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury.’ 

“I am of opinion that the intent and purpose 
of the tea act can be fully safeguarded under 
the proposed amendment by proper depart- 
mental regulations, and I will, therefore, inter- 
pose no objection to the passage of the bill 
in its present form.”’ 

It will be noted that the bill provides 
that the imported material shall be used 
only for the purpose specified and ‘‘under 
such regulations as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury.” It 
is understood that the department will 
not only require a bond to be given but 
in its regulations will prescribe the de- 
naturing of the importation by the addi- 
tion of some chemical rendering it unfit 
for use in the preparation of a beverage. 
In former years the department admitted 
tea waste denatured by the addition of 
lime or @ small quality of asafoetida,

DISCUSS SEMI-PASTE PAINTS AND PAINT 
LEGISLATION — MEETING WELL AT: 


TENDED AND KEEN INTEREST 
TAKEN IN ENTIRE PROCEED- 
INGS, 


In last Monday’s issue of the Reporter 
we published an account of the seven- 
teenth annual convention of the Society 
of Master House Painters and Decorators 
of Massachusetts, and in this issue will 
be found a report of the twenty-third an- 
nual meeting of the New York State As- 
sociation of Master House Painters and 
Decorators, which was held in the rooms 
of the Chamber of Commerce, Rochester, 
N. Y., on the 14th, lith and 16th inst. 

The features of this meeting were a 
paper read by John Beattie, of New York, 
entitled, ‘‘Would it be to the advantage 
of the master painter if the paints he 
uses were furnished to him ground, ready 
for use, removing the brains behind the 
mixing stick?’ and a paper by Daniel 
T. Holland, of ‘Troy, N. Y., entitled, 
“Paint legislation:—What would be the 
effect of the proposed paint legislation, 
suggested by the joint committees, on 
the painter and retail dealer?’’ Manufac- 
turers of paints will also be interested 
in a paper ae B. F. McSteen, of Rochester, 
N. Y., entitled, ‘‘Best method of painting 
concrete and cement surfaces.’’ A steno- 
graphic report of this convention, as well 
as of the Massachusetts convention, will 
be published in the February issue of 
The Painters Magazine, which ‘will like- 
wise contain complete reports of the pro- 
ceedings of the conventions of the Penn- 
sylvania Staie Association and the Cali- 
fornia State Association of Master Paint- 
ers. 

Mr. Beattie, in treating the subject, 
“Would it be to the advantage of the 
master painter if the paints he uses were 
furnished to him ground, ready for use, 
removing the brains behind the mixing 
stick?” said:— 

“I recognize that changes are taking place in 
the painting industry, and it cannot be said 
that it is to the interest of the trade. * * * 
An important matter was the quality of the 
goods used. There is no question that if a 
man desires to do an honest business and 
furnishes honest goods, he is capable of 
getting them on the market at the present 
time, but it is well known that the majority 
of the goods are not pure or are not those 
which will give the best results. Now, the 
situation that confronts us is simply, will we as 
employers who have a pride in the business 
and try to uphold the standard of the work, 
yield our assent to a proposition that robs 
us of all the rights that heretofore belonged 
to us? * * * Should we as intelligent men, 
put ourselves in a position that a noose can 
be drawn about us, rendering us absolutely 
powerless? We know that we can buy pure 
lead, we know that we can buy pure zinc, 
we know that we can puy pure colors, and 
we can buy pure oil and pure barytes, if we 
are disposed to do so. Now, I am in favor of 
standing aloof as an organization from any 
scheme or any bargain that will put us in a 
position where such things can be done. 
* * * Should I, possessing ordinary intel- 
ligence, indorse a scheme that would make us 
powerless and place us at the mercy of men 
who have clearly demonstrated that they are 
after the dollar and not the quality? * * * 
Is it well to lower the standard of goods or 
the standard of work, or is it right that we 
place a man of intelligence and a man who 
takes pride in his business on a plane with 
a man who is simply in it for what he can 
get out of it, utterly indifferent to the quality 
or aught else that honest men should pride 
themselves in. I believe that the honest manu- 
facturer should get the countenance and sup- 
port of the men who are endeavoring to up- 
hold and sustain the standard in the painting 
business. * * * Shall we give our sanction 
to any schome or any plan the carrying out 
of which will undo us as individuals and put 
us on a lower level? I think that I am 
talking to a body of men who will not be a 
party to any such schemes. As _ intelligent 
men we should not surrender our business 
where we have the knowledge of the goods 
we are using and the right to mix:our own 
colors. We have to stand responsible for our 
work, why should we place ourselves in a 
position where we are at the mercy of the 
men who have brought the existing condi- 
tions about and furnished us with the mate- 
rials they have placed upon the market?’ 


After the discussion that followed the 
reading of this paper the association 
unanimously adopted this resolution:— 


“Resolved, That the Association of Master 
Painters and Decorators of New York State 
are opposed to the subordination of our rights 
as master painters to the will of the mixed 
paint grinders.’’ 


The paper read by Mr. Holland seems 
~"" agama timely, and we print it in 
ull:— 

Mr. Holland’s Paper. 


During the past few years there has been a 
mighty wave of public sentiment against busi- 
ness frauds of all kinds. The old legal maxim, 
‘*‘Let the buyer beware,’’ has been superseded 
by a sentiment which demands that the seller 
shall give exactly what he claims to furnish 
and nothing else. 

The different State Legislatures and the na- 
tional government have passed laws forbidding 
the sale of misbranded liquors, of oleomar- 
garine for butter, and many similar laws, as 
well as laws absolutely prohibiting the sale of 
adulterated foods and drugs. Some of the ar- 
ticles thus protected by legislative enactments 
affect the health of those using them, but not 
all of them. Rather are they laws requiring 
honest dealing than laws to protect the health. 
The public sentiment back of them has made 
it no longer respectable to sell sand for sugar, 
cotton for wool or linen, or to similarly de- 
ceive in other lines of business under the hypo- 
oestient pretense that it was the custom of the 
rade. 

The first paint law that was enacted in this 
country was the now famous North Dakota 
paint law, which aroused such opposition 
among the manufacturers of ready mixed 
paints that they fought it in the State and 
United States courts, even carrying their op- 
position to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. This tribunal, after hearing all of 
the arguments for and against the law, in 
an opinion delivered last month by Justice 
McKenna, declared that the State of North 
Dakota was within its rights in enacting its 
“‘pure paint reasure,’’ and they unanimously 
agreed that this law is constitutional. 

Gentlemen, I leave it to you to judge for 
yourselves why these manufacturers of ready 
mixed paints, supported by the Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association of the United States, 
should have been willing to spend so much 
time and money in an effort to have the paint 
law of North Dakota declared unconstitutional. 

I have attached to my paper the full text 
of the paint law of the State of North Dakota. 

About a year ago our official organ, the 
Painters’ Magazine, began to urge the advan- 
tages which would be gained by the master 
painters of this country from a national paint 


law, modeled on the lines of the pure food and 
drug act that had gone into effect on June 30, 
1906, and about the same time the Pennsylva- 
nia State Association indorsed a bill for a 
pure paint law in that State based on the 
North Dakota law. 

At the Boston convention of the International 
Association of Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators of the United States and Canada, 
which was held last February, the subject of 
Faint legislation was brought prominently for- 
ward by John Dewar, of Pittsburgh, who read 
the following letter, signed by Alfred C. Rapp 
and Thomas Lane, president and secretary, re- 
spectively, of the Pittsburgh association:— 

“Pittsburgh, Feb. 8, 1907.—The International 
Association of Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators of the United States and Canada:—I 
desire to transmit to your honorable body an 
action taken by the Master House Painters 
and Decorators’ Association of Pittsburgh and 
vicinity relative to the enactment by the 
twenty-third annual convention of the inter- 
national association of some well defined ef- 
fort looking toward national legislation in the 
manufacture and sale fo pure paint and paint 
products. I therefore submit to you verbatim 
a resolution adopted at a meeting of our local 
association, held this day, February 5, 1907.’’ 

After reading this letter Mr. Dewar read the 
resolution referred to, and in order that you 
may know how painters in all parts of the 
country feel on this subject I will read the 
resolution :— 

“Be it resolved, That the Master House 
Painters and Decorators’ association of Pitts- 
burgh and vicinity go on record as favoring a 
national paint law rather than a State law, 
as it offers a more sure and definite remedy 
for the evils of paint adulteration than could 
possibly be obtained by isolated efforts with 
State legislatures. And be it further 

‘“‘Resolved, That this association memorialize 
the International Association of Master House 
Painters and Decorators in their approaching 


convention at Boston, Mass., setting forth 
this action, and urge the said international 
association to act in conjunction with the 


paint grinders of the United States and Can- 
ada in procuring the passage of a national 
pure paint law.’’ 

Resolution unanimously carried. 

The reading of the communication and of 
the resolutions was received with enthusiasm 
by the members, and upon motion of our own 
honored ex-president, John Beattie, the inter- 
national association unanimously adopted them. 
Mr. Beattie further moved that a committee of 
five be appointed to take the matter up and 
get it, if possible, through Congress, which 
motion was also carried. The committee ap- 
pointed consisted of the following:—John De- 
war, Pittsburgh; John Beattie, New York: 
George Butler, Philadelphia; Samuel J. Brown, 
Milwaukee; R, L. Peters, Richmond. 

While the matter was being considered by 
the association a communication was _ received 
from the secretary of the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association of the United States stating that 
a gentleman had left Philadelphia for Boston 
to ask the Master Painters’ association to 
work in conjunction with them to have a na- 
tional law passed. The following day a com- 
mittee from the Paint Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States appeared. The re- 
presentative who addressed the convention said 
that they were pleased to learn of the resolu- 
tion adopted by the master painters, and 
spoke of it as one of the best things the as- 
sociation ever did. He said:—‘‘It was eft to 
this body to solve the problem which was vex- 
ing you and us. You have appreciated the vex- 
atious trials that would be put on the manu- 
facturers by the possibilities of laws differing 
in different States. In recommending national 
‘egislation you have the heartiest co-opera- 
tion of the Paint Manufacturers’ Association 
of the United States. We will pull together 
and help you get national legislation.” 

Later in the session Charles E. Van Syckle, 
es-president of the New Jersey State Associa- 
tion of Master Painters, and the present vice- 
president of the international association, said 
that he thought the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association should be represented in 
any conference that might occur between com- 
mittees of the Master Painters’ Association 
and the Paint Manufacturers’ Association In 
an endeavor to obtain the passage of a national 
pure paint law, or labeling law, rather than 
State laws, and. upon motion, the sfiggestion 
was unanimously adopted, and Secretary Louis 
L. Drake of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association, who was present at the meet- 
ing, promised the support of his organization 
for the project. 

With the active support of three such or- 
ganizations I can see no reason why a national 
paint law should not be enacted at the pres- 
ent session of Congress, particularly as the 
gereral sentiment of the country fs in favor 
of legislation of this character. The commit- 
tee of the International Association of Master 
Painters met with the committees of the other 
two organizations in Philadelphia the latter 
part of last May, but owing to an engagement 
that could not be put off Mr. Beattie was un- 
able to be present. As a result of this nieet- 
ing the following proposed bill, which has since 


become known as the conference bill, was 
adopted :— 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the 
State Of... cccvcccccscccsccces cececensees 


Section 1. Whoever shall expose for sale or 
sell within this State any paint, turpentine 
or linseed ofl which is labeled or marked in 
any manner so as to tend to deceive the pur- 
chaser as to its nature or composition or 
which is not accurately labeled as herein- 
after required shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and for each offense shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine of not 
less than $25 and not more than $100, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail not exceed- 


ing sixty days. 

Sec. 2. The term ‘“‘paint’’ as used in this 
act shall include oxide of zinc, red lead and 
white lead, dry or in any kind of oil, and 
any compound intended for the same use, 
colors ground itn oil, paste or semi-paste 
paint and liquid or mixed paint ready for 
use. 

Sec. 3. The label required by this act shall 
clearly and distinctly state the name and 


residence of the manufacturer of the paint 
or of the distributor thereof, or of the party 
for whom the same is manufactured and 
show the name and, with substantial ac- 
curacy, the percentage of each ingredient both 
solid and liquid contained therein; provided, 
however, that in case of paint other than 
white paint, the ingredients other than the 
coloring material may he treated as 100 per 
eent., In which case it shall he necessary 
to state not only the name and percentage 
of each Ingredient other than the coloring 
material. but also the descrintion or trade 
name of such coloring material, and. state 
with substantial accuracy its chemical analy- 


sis Said label shall be printed in the Eng- 
lish language in plain, legible type. 

Sec. 4. The having im possession by any 
nerson, firm or corporation dealing in said 


articles any articles or substances hereinhe- 
fore described and not properly labeled, as 
provided in this act shall be considered prima 
facie evidence that the same is kept by such 
person, firm or corporation in violation of the 
provisions of this act and punishable under it 

Sec. 5. The Dairy and Food Commissioner 
of the State is charged with the prover en- 
forcement of all of the provisions of this act 

Sec. 6. The said commissioner and his as- 
sistants, exnerts, chemists and agents shall 
he duly authorized for the purpose and shall 
have access and ineress to all the places of 
business, stores and hbuildines used for the 
sale of paint, turnentine or linseed ofl. Thev 
shall also have power and authority to open 
any vackace. can, far, tub or other receptacle 


containing articles that may be sold or ex- 
posed for sale in violation of the provisions 
of this act. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after January 1, 19—. 

The joint committee also adopted the fol- 
lowing: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
joint committee that it is desirable that the 
associations of master painters and the asso- 
ciations representing the manufacturers and 
distributers of paint should agree upon a 
bill regulating the sale of paints, oils and 
turpentine, which shall afford the consumer 
adequate protection from misrepresentation 
and fraud without bearing unjustly upon 
the manufacturers and dealers in these pro- 
ducts, and that such a bill should be intro- 
duced into the legislatures of the several 
States, and into Congress, whenever it is 
deemed expedient, and its passage favored 
by all of the interests which this committee 
represents.”’ 

I hope that you pay particular attention 
to the reading of the so-called conference 
bill. I can see no objection to the require- 
ments that the formula shall be printed on 
the package, for after all the practical 
painter is very little concerned with the 
question of labeling mixed paints, for he 
finds it cheaper and more practical to buy 
his own materials, and to mix his own 
paints as he wants them, We, as master 
painters, are concerned more especially in 
having a law specific enough to protect us 
against fraud and mislabeling as regards the 


quality of the material and the weight or 
quantity. 
When we buy white lead we want white 


lead, not a mixture or combination. 

When we buy zinc we want zinc, and not 
something else. 

When we buy lamp black we do not want 
from 50 per cent. to 75 per cent. of inert ex- 
tenders, 

When we buy turpentine we want the prod- 
uct of the long leafed pine, and not some- 
thing which is pumped from the bowels of 
the earth. 

When we buy linseed oil we do not want 
a percentage of mineral oil, nor an excess of 
water. 

When we buy turpentine dryers we do not 
want benzine dryers, 

We want a can that is sold for a pound 
can to contain sixteen ounces of material. 

We want a gallon to contain a full gallon, 
or 231 cubic inches. 

We do not want to pay white lead or 
Prussian blue prices for wooden kegs or tin 
cans, 

These paints are not all provided for in the 
proposed law, but the principal objection 
that we. as master painters, have against it 


is to that portion which is contained in 
section 1, and which reads: 

“Whoever shall expose for sale or sell 
within this State any paint which is not ac- 
curately labeled as hereinafter required 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and for 
each offense shall, upon conviction thereof, 





be punished by a fine of not less than 
dollars, and not more than dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the county jail not ex- 
ceeding days.” 

Don’t you see that the entire burden is 
thrown upon those of us who conduct retail 
paint stores in connection with our business, 
and, indeed, not only those who have stores, 
but every master painter, for as you all 
know we do not buy painting materials for 
our own use, but we buy them to sell again 
in connection with our labor. Therefore, the 
contracting painter is undoubtedly a paint 
dealer, and sells paint, even though he does 
not expose it for sale. 

Who of us is ablé to find out for himself 
whether the packages have been accurately 
labeled? Yet, although we may have bought 
the puint in good faith, and believe it to be 
as represented by the manufacturer, or his 
salesmen, and what the labels state it to be, 
we have absolutely no redress as against the 
manufacturer should the goods prove to be 
otherwise, for the proposed law specifically 
states that whoever shall expose for sale or 
sell within the State shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punished. 

I have read somewhere the statement that 
we painters could in such a case bring law- 
suit against the manufacturer to recover dam- 
ages, but how about spending a week or two, 
or more, in jail? The painters are the ones 
who would suffer this humiliation, and the fact 
would be heralded broadcast, and our reputa- 
tion and businese ruined. There Is another 
thing to be considered, and that is the cost and 
delay incident to bringing a civil suit against 
the manufacturer. 

Sections 2 and 3 of the proposed bill are not, 
to my mind, open to serious criticism on the 
part of the master painter. It is my opinion 
that the bill, instead of placing the burden 
upon us, should make the manufacturers re- 
sponsible for their products, just as the manu- 
facturers of foods and drugs are responsible 
under the provisions of the pure food and 
drug law, which went into effect in 1906. 

fection 9 of the pure food and drug act 
provides that no dealer shall be prosecuted 
under the provisions of this act when he can 
establish a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, 
jobber, manufacturer or other party residng 
in the United States, from whom he purchases 
such articles, to the effect that the same is not 
adulterated or misbranded within the meanings 

and. 








of this act. The painters of this State, 
in my opinion, every painter in the United 
States, should insist upon such a provision 


being made a part of any paint law, whether it 
be State or national. 

The only change that I would suggest is 
that the provision read that no painter or 
retail dealer in paints or painters’ materials 
shall be prosecuted under the provisions of 
this act when he can establish a guaranty 
signed by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer 
or other party residing in the United States 
from whom he purchased such articles to the 
effect that the same are not adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of this act. Of 
course, such a guaranty feature should in fair- 
ness apply only to goods which are in original 
packages. 

In the case of a State law it would, T sup- 
pose, be impossible to throw the responsibility 
upon a manufacturer carrying on business in 
another State, but it could be apnlied to the 
wholesale dealer or jobber or the State selling 
agent for the manufacturer in question, who, 
of course, could be directly guaranteed by hie 
principal. 

The proposed paint law adopted by the joint 
committees of the three associations I have 
already named protects the property owner; 
protects the man who buys paint to apnly him- 
self, but does not protect either the painter or 
retail paint dealer. On the contrary. it lays 
the burden and the penalties of the law upon 
them. 

T understand that Representative Marshall. 
of North Dakota, provoees introducing a paint 
bill In the preeent Congress, and IT would rec- 
ommend that this association take some definite 
action to bring to his attention, and to the 
attention of any one else who may introduce 
a paint bill In Congress or In the State of New 
York, the necessitv for saferuarding the master 
painter and retail paint dealer, just as the 
retail dealers have been safeguarded by the 
guaranty provision of the pure food and drug 
for, while we paintere believe that ft fs 


law, 

essential te our interests that we shonld he 
protected in rurchasing our matefials and 
obtain a law which will insure hovrest labeling 


we cannot afford to have a law which wonld 
throw the penalties of such mislaheline upon 
vs, and it would be the height of folly if we 
permit any paint legislation to be enacted 


without a vigorous protest on our part, in this 


State, or in the United States, unless the 
responsibility for mislabeling is thrown upon 
the manufacturer, where it properly belongs. 


The reading of Mr. Hollands paper was 
greeted with applause, and after a gen- 
eral discussion the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted:— 


Resolved, That the New York State Associa- 
tion put itself on record as favoring legislation 
which shall insure that all paint materials be 
honestly labeled, both in respect to the quality 
of the goods contained therein and to the 
weight or measure; that in national or in State 


legislation, we urge that some provision be 
inserted in any such legislation whereby the 
painter and retail dealer, who buy painting 


materials in good faith, and who sell or ex- 
pose them for sale in unbroken packages, shall 
be protected in the event of mislabeling, and 
the responsibility thrown directly upon the 
manufacturer or his wholesale distributor or 
selling agent. 

Resolved, That the secretary be instructed 
to forward a copy of this resolution, together 
with a copy of the paper just read by Mr. 
Holland, to Representative Marshall, and to 
each of the Senators and Congressmen from 
New York State, and to any other Congress- 
man or member of the New York State Leg- 


islature, who may introduce a bill providing 
for paint labeling. 
Resolved, That the secretary be instructed 


to forward a copy of these resolutions and of 
Mr. Holland’s paper to the secretary of the 
International Association of Master House 
Painters and Decorators of the United States 
and Canada, with the request that they be 
laid before the convention of that body, to be 
held in New Orleans next month, and also that 
they be sent to the secretary of each State 
association of master house painters and deco- 
rators throughout the United States.

SUGGESTION THAT APPEALS FOR AID IN 
LEGISLATIVE MATTERS SHOULD BE 
REFERRED TO THE SECRETARY 
FOR INVESTIGATION, 


At a recent meeting of the Drug Trade 
Section attention was called to the fact 
that members of the section are frequent- 
ly appealed to for financial assistance in 
support of individuals or ‘‘associations”’ 
whose ostensible purposes are to correct 
abuses or to protect the public health 
by agitation and legislation, and that 
many houses have made contributions 
thereto, fearing that a refusal to respond 
to such appeals might be misunderstood 
or misrepresented. By unanimous vote 
the officers of the section were instructed 
to call the attention of every house rep- 
resented in the section to this matter, 
with the suggestion that all such appeals 
should be referred to the secretary for 
investigation and report through the in- 
formation bureau of the board, 

In this connection the officers called 
attention to the fact that legislative re- 
forms are more likely to be secured 
through the action of the Drug Trade 
Section and the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation than by indi- 
vidual effort, and that it is the privilege 
of all to use the board for the promo- 
tion of any legislation which, after in- 
vestigation, can command favorable

Progress of Denatured Alcohol. 
TOTAL PRODUCTION FOR CALENDAR 
YEAR, OR SINCE LAW WENT INTO 

FORCE, 3,353, 885 GALLONS—SUB- 

STANTIAL MONETARY GAIN TO 

MANUFACTURERS.

‘The total production of denatured alco- 
bol for the calendar year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1907, which embraces the entire 
period *since the free alcohol law went in- 
to force, was 3,353,885.16 wine gallons, or 
: uivalent on a basis of 188 degrees to 

,304.09 proof gallons, according to fig- 
ures just compiled by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. Of the total prodyction 
for the year 2,256,383.67 wine gallons, or 
4,242,001.29 proof gallons, were completely 
denatured and 1,097,501.49 wine gallons, or 
2,063,302.80 proof gallons, apectatly dena- 
tured. It thus appears that of the year’s 
output approximately one-third was spe- 
cially denatured, while two-thirds was 
completely denatured, but it is apparent 
from the figures showing the production 
by months, that during the last four 
months of the year the output of specially 
denatured spirits was about equal to that 
of completely denatured, and this relation 
promises to continue for some time to 
come. At present a great variety of man- 
ufacturing industries are using alcohol de- 
natured in accordance with formulas spe- 
clally suited to their processes, while the 
consumption of completely denatured 
spirits for heat, light and power purposes 
has been restricted, owing to the fact 








s 





that utilities in the form of lamps, stoves, 
engines, ete., have but recently been 
placed upon the market. Ultimately by 
far the greater proportion of industrial 
alcohol will be completely denatured, al- 
though the consumption of specially de- 
natured spirits will undoubtedly continue 
to grow very rapidly. 

The following interesting table showing 
the output of completely and specially 
denatured alcohol by months since the law 
took effect has been prepared for the Re- 


porter by the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue.

Attention has heretofore been called to 


the causes which resulted in the produc- 
tion of nearly one-fourth the entire year’s 
output of completely denatured alcohol in 
the month of January. In that month a 
large amount of alcohol made in the latter 
part of the preceding calendar year was 
denatured and placed in warehouse in an- 
ticipation of the demand under the new 
law, This stock proved more than suffi- 
cient, owing to the fact that few manu- 
facturers were prepared to begin the use 
of denatured alcohol immediately, and it 
will be noted that the production declined 
steadily until May. A notable gain was 
made in August, and this increase was 
maintained until November. The Decem- 
ber figures show a falling off, which is 
due to two causes; first, the demoraliza- 
tion of the distilling industry because of 
the heavy premiums exacted for currency 
with which to pay internal revenue taxes 
during the month and which affected all 
branches of the trade notwithstanding the 
fact that denatured alcohol pays no tax; 
and, second, the general industrial de- 
pression which caused many manufac- 
turers using denatured alcohol to close 
down their plants or restrict their opera- 
tions. The following table shows the pro- 
duction of completely and specially de- 
natured alcohol for December by internal 
revenue districts:—

District in the production of denatured al- 
cohol has continued throughout the year 
and, as will be noted, this district in 
December manufactured more than three- 
fourths the entire output for the coun-

try, the production being about equally 
divided between completely and specially 
denatured spirits. The Third Massa- 
chusetts District did not go into the pro- 
duction of denatured alcohol until the 
supplemental law, which took effect Sep- 
tember 1, went into force. That law au- 
thorized the withdrawal free of tax of 
so-called rum alcohol testing 150 degrees, 
and in the short period of four months 
the manufacture of this grade of in- 
dustrial spirits has reached an output of 
approximately 20,000 gallons per month. 
This alcohol is available for a great va- 
viety of uses, and it will be noted that 
while the bulk of this grade was specially 
denatured, more than 10 per cent. was 
completely denatured and vresumably was 
utilized as fuel. 

The practical value of 
adopted free alcohol policy, 
ed during the first year 
law, can now be estimated in dollars and 
cents. The tax on the number of proof 
gallons actually withdrawn for consump- 
tion during the year would have amount-

ed to $6,935,834.49, but as this includes 
certain untaxed ingredients like wood al- 
cohol, benzine, etc., it is calculated that 
the tax actually saved was about $6,250,- 
000. Of course, it should be borne in 
mind that denatured alcohol is now used 
very largely as a substitute for solvents 


including wood alcohol 
and various alkaloids. Nevertheless, a 
large monetary gain has been made by 
manufacturers due to the reduction in 
the price of wood alcohol and the other 
products referred to brought about by the 
free alcohol law. The superiority of de- 
natured grain spirits as a substitute for 


which paid no tax, 


wood alcohol and other solvents is also 
freely conceded. 
It should not for a moment be assumed 


saving in tax referred to rep- 
loss to the government of any- 
thing like that amount. As a matter of 
fact, very little denatured alcohol has 
taken the place of pure grain spirits, for 
the law does not permit the employment 
of any form of industrial alcohol in the 
manufacture of liquid medicinal prepara- 
tions, perfumery, cosmetics, etc. The in- 
dustries engaged in the production of 
these articles continue to use pure grain 
spirits upon which they are obliged to 
pay a tax amounting to approximately 
$2.09 per commercial gallon, 

Tie unquestioned success of the free 
alcohol law, and the fact that manufac- 
turers of perfumery and liquid medicinal 
products are unable to utilize free spirits 
in their industries, has stimulated a.move- 
ment to secure the passage of a bill in- 
troduced by Representative Lovering, of 
Massachusetts, for the encouragement of 
the export trade. This bill provides that 
aleohol intended for use in the manufac- 
ture of goods for export may be with- 
drawn in the pure form from distillery 
bonded warehouse and used free of tax 
under the same conditions that are pre- 
seribed by the Treasury Department for 
imported alcohol. This proposition is so 
simple that it is surprising that Congress 
has failed to authorize it as a feature 
of the government's free alcohol policy. 
At present large quantities of foreign al- 
cohol are brought into the United States 
for the manufacture of goods intended 
for export with benefit of drawback, and 
thus American producers of drugs, per- 


that the 
resents a 
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fumery, cosmetics, etc., pay a heavy 
tribute to foreign alcohol manufacturers. 
Furthermore, several prominent domestic 
manufacturers doing a large export busi- 
ness have established laboratories and 
factories in Canada, where they produce 
various alcoholic ‘products which are 
shipped abroad through the United States 
in bond. 

There is no good commercial or ad- 
ministrative reason why American manu- 
facturers should be obliged to import 
their alcohol, for not the slightest danger 
would attach to the use of domestic 
spirits under the current drawback regu- 


lations. It is conceivable that a customs 
bonded warehouse containing foreign al- 
cohol might be located next door to a 


distillery bonded warehouse containing db- 
mestic alcohol, and it is perfectly ob- 
Vivus that no greater risk to the revenues 
would attach to the withdrawal of the 
domestic spirits for use in the manufac- 
ture of goods for export than does now 
attach to the withdrawal of the foreign 
alcohol for exactly the same purpose; It 
is believed that the only opposition in 
Congress to the enactment of this law is 
based upon the reluctance of the House 
leaders to take up the drawback statutes 


for amendment. Chairman Payne, of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and a few 
other members of the House appear to 


think that any movement to amend the 
drawback laws would be regarded by the 
country at large as intended to open up 
the tariff question, and that any bill that 
might be brought forward for that pur- 
pose would be loaded down with amend- 
ments changing tariff rates. The advo- 
cates of drawback reform are hopeful that 
when the Dingley act is taken up in the 
next Congress, as it now seems almost 
certain it will be, the drawback law will 


be entirely remodeled and brought into 
line with the best modern commercial 
practice.

Linseed Products in South Africa. 


In response to an inquiry from Ohio, 
Consul-General Julius G. Lay, of Cape 
Town, writes as follows in reference to 
the demand in South Africa for linseed 
oil and cake:— 


Those interested in dairying and stock feed- 
ing state that a certain amount of linseed oil 
cake is being used in this country, and that 
the demand would increase very considerably 
if the price at which it can be supplied to 
dairymen could be reduced. It is being im- 
ported principally from India by one or two 
Cape Town concerns, and the landed cost is 
said to be about $40 per ton. It is retalied by 
one Cape Town firm for about $73 per ton, 
which price is prohibitive, and some competi- 
tion is needed to compel retailers to sell on a 
reasonable margin. The customs duty on lin- 
seed oil cake and meal entering British South 
Africa is 48 cents per 100 pounds, with a 
rebate of 4 cents per 100 pounds to that of 
British origin. If quotations are made to the 
manufacturers of milk products for oil cake 
landed at Cape Town, inclusive of duty, 
freight, insurance, etec., orders are more likely 
to result than by quoting the price f. 0. b. New 
York. In quoting prices to merchants it is 
different, as they are accustomed to importing 
various kinds of merchandise. [The names of 
manufacturers of dairy products in Cape Col- 
ony and of Cape Town merchants who are 
thought most likely to be interested in han- 
diing oil cake and meal may be secured from 
the Bureau of Manufactures.)

Saturday Noon, Jan. 25, 1908. 


The past week was unproductive of 
any special feature, with the exception 
of a reduction in the price of German 
zinc oxides. If anything, there was a 
better undertone to the market in the 
matter of actual business. Inquiries, 
too, pointed to the possibilities of at 
least a fairly active market in due sea- 
son. Nothing occurred to interfere with 
the values of all other staple products, 
which closed without change. Local 
jobbing business was naturally inter- 


fered with by severe weather condi- 
tions, but the ordinary routine of 
outside orders and orders for fu- 
ture delivery was uninterrupted. 
White lead easily held its own in 
demand and already shows a _ good 
improvement over’ the last few 


weeks, and the same may also be said 
to apply to red lead,orange mineral and 
in fact to all lead pigments. Litharge, 
if anything, was inclined to be a trifle 
easy, but closed without quotable 
change. Zincs also showed some signs 
of improvement in demand and a good 
jobbing business was reported at the 
current range of values. German im- 
ported zinc oxides were reduced early 
in the week to 6.40c. for red seal, 6.95c. 
for green seal and 7.50c. for white seal 
in lots of 5 casks. The lower prices 
came as the result of cheaper spelter 
on the other side. Dry colors remained 
at about the usual range with a fair 
business reported. Linseed oil contin- 
ued firm at from 42@43c. and 44c., ac- 
cording to quantity and brand, Neither 
the market for varnish gums, nor the 
sundries market showed any change. 


White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


WHITE LEAD.—Although the out- 
look was still somewhat uncertain dur- 
ing the past week, there was a mod- 
erate inquiry for white lead and oxides, 
and while the demand was not active, 
business showed a decided improve- 
ment over that of the past few weeks. 
As a consequence dealers had reason 
to be more hopeful for better trade and 
seasonable activity with the advance of 
the winter. There was no quotable 
change. The price for dry lead in car 
lots was repeated at 55c., while smaller 
quantities brought 5%@6c. Lead in oil 
ruled steady on the basis of 614@6%c., 
as to brand, for lots of 500 pounds and 
over, in packages of 100 pounds and 
upward. In lots of less than 500 pounds 
the usual advance of one-half cent is 
charged. English lead in oil also dis- 
played more activity. Values remain 
unchanged at 10%@10%c., as to qudn- 
tity. 

RED LEAD.—Trading in red leads 
was also of heavier proportions, and 
several moderate jobbing parcels 
changed hands. Both powdered and 
granulated were taken up. With paint- 
ing operations still rather light, as 
usual at this time of the year, business 
was of fair proportions. Prices re- 
mained firm, with American quoted on 
the basis of 6%@6%c., as to grade and 
quantity, with small packages 4@t'éc. 
higher. A moderate to fair demand 
continued for imported descriptions and 
values were repeated at 84@84c., as to 
quantity. 

LITHARGE.—A satisfactory amount 
of business was transacted in litharge, 
and trading was even more active than 
during the preceeding week. Manu- 
facturers remained firm as to price, 
but where large quantities were in de- 
mand the inside quotation could have 


been shaded a little on some makes. 
Then general asking price was 64@ 


6%c., as to grade and quantity. Im- 
ported grades were also seasonable ac- 
tive and firm, at 84@8%c., as to 
quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—The market 
was without unusual feature, aside 
from a fair inquiry for American. 
Foreign brands were quiet, but steady 
at quotations. Prices were repeated 
upon the basis of 84@8%c. for Ameri- 
can, 10@11c, for German and English, 
114%@12c. for French, as to quantity, 
less the usual discount terms. 

ZINCS.—A little better demand wus 
in evidence last week. Several round 
lots changed hands, and jobbing trans- 
actions were decidely more numerous 
than for several weeks past. The in- 
creased activity tended to strengthen 
the market, and while there was no 
quotable change except for German, 
which was reduced in sympathy with 
spelter on the other side, there was 
little disposition to shade, even for 
round parcels. American oxide of zine 
was held at 54%@5%c., as to grade and 
quantity. Imported varieties were also 
more active than recently and firmer 
accordingly. There was no quotable 
change, however. French red seal was 
well held at 84@8%c.; green seal, 10% 
@10%c./ less the usual discount to 
quantity. German brands were re- 
duced to the basis of 6.40c. for red sea 
6.95e. for green seal, 7.50c. for 
seal, as to quantity. 

PIG LEAD.—Some improvement 1 
demand was noticable in the New York 
market at the beginning of the week, 
but this was of short duration, and 
with a falling off in inquiries, the mar- 
ket weakened. At the opening January

3.75c. was quoted for both delivertes, 
while as low as 3.70c. was said to be 
acceptable.

All colors continued fairly steady, 
and the firm tone, apparent during the 
preceding week, was again in evidence. 
Despite the unfavorable weather condi- 
tions at the close of the week, the de- 
mand was unabated, and new orders 
were of seasonable proportions. Lamp- 
black and carbon were moderately ac- 
tive, and while no large lots were 
taken up, a satisfactory amount of 
business was transacted. Other varie- 
ties continued to move steadily in a 
jobbing way. There was no change in 
prices, all grades being held on the 
basis of 2@4c. for bone black, 6%@10c. 
for low-grade carbon, 18@28c. for high-

BLUES. 


The demand for blues was unabated, 
and all grades were again fairly ac- 
tive.

A Bill for Honest Advertising. 
REPRESENTATIVE COUDREY INTRO 
DUCES A MEASURE WHICH WOULD 
PUT A STOP TO OBJECTIONABLE, 
MISLEADING AND PERNICIOUS 
ADVERTISING OF ALL KINDS. 


Representative Coudrey, of Missouri, 
following in the work of reform move- 
ments, has introduced a bill at Washing- 
ton which might be entitled an ‘Honest 
Advertising Bill."’ In a measure it might 
be construed as an adjunct to the food 
and drugs act in that it covers the ad- 
vertising circulars which go along with 
the cartons containing medicinal and food 
preparations, But the bill also applies to 
advertisements of all kinds and provides 
penalties for such as are discribed as 
objectionable, ernicious, false, fraudu- 
lent or misleading. The designer of the 
bill is evidently to make it a misdemeanor 
to in any way deceive the public through 
the medium of advertisements of any 
kind. A copy of the bill follows:— 


“Be it enacted, etc., That all persons, firms, 
corporations and associations are hereby for- 
bidden within the District of Columbia or any 
Territory or dependency of the United States 
to print or otherwise to produce, publish, use, 
circulate, display or transport, or to cause to 
be printed or otherwise produced, published, 
used, circulated, displayed, or transported, any 
fraudulent, false or misleading advertisement 
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er advertisements or any advertisement or 
advertisements which is or are objectionable or 
pernicious as hereinafter defined, and each vio- 
lation hereof shall constitute a misdemeanor 
and be punishable by a fine of not less than 
one hundred dollars, the determination of the 
precise amount in each case being left to the 
discretion of the court; provided, that in all 
cases where the violation is for the sake of 
direct profit as by pay for production, publica- 
tion, transportation. or the like, said fine shall] 
in each case be of an amount not less than 
three times the amount of such pay, unless 
treble such pay should fall below the _ pre- 
scribed minimum fine of one hundred dollars. 

‘See, 2. That all persons, firms, corporations 
and associations are hereby forbidden to print 
or otherwise to produce for interstate circula- 
tion or for transmission into the District of 
Columbia or any Territory or dependency of 
the United States, or, for the purpose of inter. 
state commerce or commerce between a State 
and the District of Columbia or any Territory 
or dependency of the United States, to publish, 
use, circulate, display, or transport, or ta 
cause to be printed or otherwise produced for 
interstate circulation or for transmission inte 
the District of Columbia or any Territory or 
dependency of the United States, or, for the 
purpose of interstate commerce or commerce 
between a State and the District of Columbia 
or any Territory or dependency of the United 
States. to be published, used, circulated, dis 
played, or transported, any fraudulent, false 
or misleading advertisement or advertise 
ments or any advertisement or advertisements 
which is or are objectionable or pernicious, as 
hereinafter defined, and each violation hereof 
shall constitute a misdemeanor and be punish 
able by a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars, the determination of the _ precise 
amount in each case being left to the discre 
tion of the court; provided, that in all cases 
where the violation is for the sake of direct 
profit as by pay for production, publication, 
transportation, or the like, said fine shall al- 
ways be of an amount not less than three 
times the amount of such pay, unless treble 
such pay should fall below the prescribed mini- 
mum fine of one hundred dollars. 

“Sec. 3. That each day's continuance of the 
production, publication, use, circulation, dis 
play or transportation of an advertisement or 
advertisements such as prohibited by this act 
shall constitute a separate offense thereunder. 
Within the meaning of this act, an advertise- 
ment shall be defined to be any means of pub- 
lishing or giving notice or information of cer 
tain things, and shall include oral as well 
as physical forms of publication intended to 
reach a plurality of persons. Among the kinds 
of advertisements which, within the meaning 
of this act, shall be deemed either objection. 
able or pernicious, or both, and _ prohibited 
thereby are the following:—Advertisements of 
‘damaged goods’ sales, or ‘fire sales,’ ‘bank- 
rupt sales,’ and the like, where merchandise 
not a part of such ‘damaged,’ ‘fire damaged,’ 
or ‘bankrupt stock,’ or other stock represented 
in the advertisement is offered, represented or 
sold as a part of such stock; advertisements 
stating former selling values, or present or 
former worth, in excess of recognized trade 
standards of such selling values or worth, or 
where values or worth are stated and are rep 
resented as worth more than such prices at 
which the goods or commodities advertised 
were sold in the regular course of business to 
numbers of persons within a period of eighteen 
months prior to date of such advertisement; 
advertisements which represent merchandise 
to be other than as stated upon labels or other 
markings upon containers or packages of such 
merchandise, as in the case of food labeled and 
sold in compliance with pure food laws of the 
United States or other jurisdiction; advertise- 
ments wherein is contained any statement or 
statements of quantity or quality of merchan- 
dise to be sold, and containing exaggerated or 
false statements of quantity, or where the 
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goods offered are seconds, inferior quality, or 
otherwise not of standard quality and such 
facts are not disclosed in the wording of the 
advertisement; advertisements offering for sale 
any merchandise or other commodity described 
as of one material or substance only, when it 
is a combination of two or more materials or 
substances, especially where the undisclosed 
material or substance is an adulterant or ma 
terial used to cheapen the merchandise or other 
commodity, as in instances where goods are 
represented as ‘all wool’ goods, but are ‘cotton 
and wool’; advertisements containing state 
ments as of fact, when it is a matter of 
opinion, unless clearly stated as opinion, as 
where the words ‘the best in the world,’ 
‘finest cheviots,’ and so forth, are used; ad 
vertisements in which are contained so-called 
guaranties or promise of guaranty of future 
increase in value of shares, stocks, bonds, real 
estate, merchandise or other commodity; ad- 
vertisements predicting future greater values 
or stating present value of stocks, bonds, 
lands, merchandise or other commodities, and 
wherein is contained, as an incentive to pur 
chase the stocks, bonds, lands, merchandise or 
other commodities, a description of the pro- 
cedure, success or results of any similar en- 
terprise or process of manufacture or similar 
merchandise; advertisements of remedies for 
diseases or treatment for diseases wherein 
symptoms of diseases are enumerated, or 
wherein claims of superior professional skill 
tre made, or where offers of ‘no cure, no pay,’ 
‘money back if not cured,’ or ‘contract of 
cure,’ or similar offers are published; adver- 
tisements in which are contained so-called 
guaranties or promise to guarantee a cure of 
disease, or references, direct or indirect, to 
private diseases of men or women, as when 
the words such as man medicine, diseases of 
men, irregularities of women, disordered male 
or female functions, or the like, are used, or 
fictitious testimonials as to effectiveness of 
any remedy or treatment for any disease; ad- 
versisements of seers, clairvoyants, fortune 
tellers, mediums, or the like, wherein are con- 
tained any so-called guaranty or promise of 
guaranty, assurance or claims of ability to 
predict future events, or claims of miraculous 
or unusual psychic power; advertisements 
offering employment wherein is contained a so- 
ealled guaranty of results, or where money or 
other equivalent is asked to be paid in advance 
for samples or outfits.’’

Trade Mark Legislation. 
EIGHT BILLS NOW BEFORE CONGRESS- 
FIVE MEASURES PROVIDE FOR AMEND- 

MENTS TO STATUTE SO AS TO EX- 
PEDITE EXAMINATION—ANOTHER 
WOULD CREATE A PATENT COURT 
OF APPEALS—PROCEDURE OF 
PATENT OFFICE MAY BE 
CHANGED. 


Washington, Jan. 24, 1908. 

Important legislation regarding the fed- 
eral trade-mark and patent laws will be 
brought forward in a_ fegfllays before 
both the Senate and Ho Committees 
on Patents. No less than eight bills 
have been presented in Congress, and 
ure now being vigorously urged upon the 
attention of both houses, These include 
au series of five measures amending the 
statutes relating to the allowance of 
patents and the registration of trade- 
marks with a view to expediting the work 
of examination; a bill creating a patent 
court of appeals; another reorganizing the

Patent Office and tncreasing the salaries 
of the employes thereof, and a third pro- 
viding an agore riation for a new and 
commodious bullding. 

The most important of these measures 
are the five bills changing the procedure 
of the Patent Office in the consideration 
and allowance of patent and trade-mark 
applications, which have been very care- 
fully drafted by the present Commissioner 
of Patents, who entered the office many 
years ago in a minor clerical capacity and 
has been promoted to his present post 
through nearly every grade in the office 
and is therefore thoroughly familiar with 
the existing system. Each of these bills 
makes certain changes in the text of 
the existing statutes, but the principal 
object is to expedite the consideration 
and allowance of applications, Under the 
present law appeals lie in ex parte cases 
from a primary examiner to the board 
of examiners-in-chief, thence to the com- 
missioner or (assistant commissioner), 
and from his decision to the Court of 
Appeals of the District of Columbia, and 
in interference cases the course of ap- 
peals from decisions of the examiner of 
interferences is the same, there being 
three appeals in each case. The purpose 
of the proposed amendments is to shérten 
the course of prosecution oY the elimina- 
tion of one of the appeals within the 
office. This is designed to be accom- 
plished by combining the commissioner, 
assistant commissioners and examiners- 
in-chief into a single appellate tribunal, 
any three of whom shall constitute a 
quorum, to which all appeals shall He, 
whether from a primary examiner or 
from the examiner of interferences, and 
from which appeals would lie to the 
Court ef Appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Experience has demonstrated that the 
present course of appeals is not well 
adapted to the volume of business which 
the office is now called upon to handle, 
for the reason that it imposes on appli- 
cants an unnecessary amount of delay 
and expense. The very purpose of the 
patent system is to place at the service 
of the public at as early a date as prac- 
ticable inventions as they are made, and 
unnecessary delays affect not only appli- 
cants but all interested in the industries 
to which the inventions relate. One ap- 
peal within the office, together with the 
appeal to the Court of peals of the 
District of Columbia, wou seem to be 
ample, especially in view of the fact that 
in a suit on a patent a single appeal 
takes the case from the trial court to the 
Court of Appeals. The elimination of 
one appeal would materially shorten the 
time required for the ultimate disposal 
of appealed cases and effect a consider- 
able saving of expense to applicants. 
Section 4910 provides for an appeal to the 
commissioner in person from the board 
of examiners-in-chief. The work of the 
office and the consequent number of ap- 
neals has increased to such an extent that 
it has become difficult, and will soon be 
impossible, for the commissioner to give 
to each case the amount of personal at- 
tention proper to its disposal. 


As at present constituted, the board 
of examiners-in-chief consists of three 
members, and no provision is made under 
the present law to supply a temporary 
vacancy caused by the sickness or absence

Senator Beveridge, of Indiana, 
has introduced a carefully revised meas- 
ure which provides a tribunal of five 
judges to be designated by the United 
States Supreme Court from among the 
judges of the United States circuit and 
district courts to have exclusive juris- 
diction ‘“‘to hear and determine appeals 
and writs of error from final judgments 
and decrees in the circuit courts of the 
United States” in cases arising under the 
patent and trade-mark laws of the United 
The necessity for such a tribunal

grows out of the fact that under the 
present laws it frequently happens that 

courts in two or more differ- 


the lower ; 
ent jurisdictions will render diverse de- 
cisions with regard to the same question, 
and there being no constitutional issue 
involved, these decisions cannot be har- 
monized by an _ appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

The establishment of a court of patent 
appeals along the lines proposed would 
supply an effectual remedy for this state 
of affairs. In addition to giving the pro- 
posed tribunal jurisdiction over all new 
cases that might arise, the bill provides 
that ‘all appeals and writs of error in 
eases in which appellate jurisdiction is 
by this act conferred upon the United 
States Court of Patent Appeals, which 
shall have been pending without hearing 
in the United States circuit courts of 
appeals or other courts of appellate juris- 
diction for less than three calendar months 
prior to the taking effect of this act 
shall be transferred from such circult 
court of appeals or other courts to the 
United States Court of Patent Appeals 
and be heard and determined in that 
court as though they had been taken 
there from the trial courts by appeal or 
writ of error; all other appeals and writs 
of error in cases in which appellate juris- 
diction is by this act conferred upon the 
United States Court of Patent Appeals 
which shall be pending in the United 
States circuit courts of appeals or other 
courts of appellate jurisdiction at the 
time of the taking effect of this act shall 
remain and be heard and determined by 
the courts in which they may be pending, 
respectively, as though this act had not 
been passed.” 

Considerable pressure is being brought 
to bear upon both houses of Congress 
to secure the passage of a bill making 
the infringement of a trade-mark a crim- 
inal offense. A bill for this purpose was 
introduced in the last Congress, but failed 
of passage. A new measure is now in 
course of preparation, and it is under- 
stood that its provisions will be less 
drastic than those of the original bill. 
There is something to be said on both 
sides of the question, and it remains to 
be seen whether Congress is convinced 
that the time has arrived to supplement 
the trade-mark laws in the manner pro- 
posed. The chief objection heretofore 
urged against the bill has been the fact 
that it creates a new series of criminal 
offenses against the federal laws and 
provides exceedingly severe penalties for 
last Con- 


all violations thereof. In the 

gress no less than a dozen statutes of 
broad scope creating new criminal of- 
fenses were enacted and this fact in- 


duced the House leaders to discourage the 
Committee on Patents from giving favor- 
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marks by laws as effective as those which 


now give. protection to more tangible 
property, but it is doubtful if such a 
law will be passed by the present Con- 
gress.

Linseed Oil. 


Weather conditions towards the lat- 
ter part of the week were unfavorable 
to an active demand from spot, yet in 
the aggregate there was a fair jobbing 
business done at current prices. The 
tone of the market is if anything firmer 
than it was a week ago. There seems 
to be less oil available at bargain 
prices and the market may be quoted 
steady at 42 cents for car lots. Some 
odd lots might possibly be picked up 
on a search at 41 cents, but there is 
no certainty of this and in the absence 
of reported sales the regulation price 
named of 42 cents may be considered 
as representing the true value. The 
general situation appears to be gaining 
in strength and higher prices on im- 
proved demand would cause no great 
surprise. Crushers have not much oil 
on hand and are inclined to be propor- 
tionably independent and stocks with 
consumers and jobbers are unusually 
light. Seed, too, has risen considerably 
within the last fortnight, so that the 
strength is quite natural. As an off- 
set, demand has been quiet and the in- 
terest in futures light. The card prices 
are still unchanged at 43 cents and 44 
cents, respectively, for Western and 
city oil. 

Cables on Friday quoted oil in Liver- 
pool as dull at 24s. 6d. Calcutta seed 
in London was quoted at the same time 
at 48s. for April-June delivery, and lin- 
seed oil at 23s. 9d.

Prices of cake have fluctuated to 
some extent. Early in the week the 
market eased off under pressure of 
quiet demand. When values had 
dropped a point or two buyers on the 
other side came in and prices were 
forced up again. Demand is limited to 
spot and no interest is shown in fu- 
tures. Oil cake on spot is quoted now 
at $30.25@30.75 and meal at the usual 
advance over these figures. 


Cottonseed Oil, 


The market was moderately ac- 
tive with a gradual upward tendency 
until the latter part of the week, when 
profit taking in the nearby months 
caused a slight reaction, alti.ough the 
distant deliveries held firm. Early in 
the week it was evident that there was 
no extensive accumulation of spot sup- 
plies nor was there any likelihood of 
any during the current month. 
This fact led toa little speculative buy- 
ing of January which easily advanced 
prices. The game worked so weil with 
the current position that bullish traders 
immediately extended their operations 
into the other months and an advance 
was scored all around. Short covering 
was also a sustaining feature to the 
market, while a leading refiner gave ad- 
ditional support in maintaining values. 
As stated in our previous reports the 
statistical position of the market is 
strong and each week brings out the 
fact that actual oil is comparatively 
scarce. It is estimated at the present 
time that about 75 per cent. of this 
season’s seed crop has been crushed 
and the remainder is being held at 
premium prices. Europe has taken an 
enormous amount of actual stuff and if 
higher cables count for anything, the 
most of it must have passed readily 
into channels of consumption. The ex- 
cellent quality of the oil this year has 
made it very acceptable for compound 
purposes, and the movement of tanks 
to this source has put another serious 
crimp in the visible supply. The low 
price of compound has influenced heavy 
foreign purchases and the recent de- 
pression has not materially effected 
either production or consumption of 
this commodity. Considering these 
facts it is no wonder the crushers are 
indifferent about selling round lots of 
crude oil. A leading operator stated 
that whenever 10 tanks of crude are 
sold the mills advance the price one- 
half cent. Comparing the prices of re- 
fined with those of the corresponding 
period in 1907, it will be found that the 
nearby months of this year are the 
same to 1%c. higher, while from May 
to July the advance this year is 3 to 
3%c. Prices look high when compared 
to other competing fats, but it must be 
kept in mind that the crop is shorter. 
Whether the ratio is equal to the ad- 
vance or not will be fully disclosed 
within the next few months. The pres- 
ent upward movement has now been

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Foreign Reports on Cottonseed 


Products, 
CONSULS IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM 
WORK OF SPECIAL AGENTS AND 
SEND ADVICES TO BUREAU 
OF MANUFACTURES. 

Washington, Jan. 24, 1908. 

The Bureau of Manufactures of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor is in 
receipt of an interesting series of reports 
from American consuls abroad regarding 
the cottonseed and cotton oil markets in 
the leading trade centers. These reports 
have been forwarded in response to in- 
structions from the department to follow 
up the work recently inaugurated by the 
special agents of the bureau, especially in 
the forwarding of data of value to the 
trade in the United States concerning 
actual market conditions, 

Germany. 

Consul-General Hugh Pitcairn, of Ham- 
burg, under date of December 23, 1907, for- 
wards a summary of the situation in Ger- 
many regarding cottonseed products, 
which has been prepared by one of the 
leading importing houses of Hamburg as 
follows:— 

“The stocks of cottonseed oil in the north of 
Europe, and particularly in Germany, are 
lighter than they have ever been before at this 
time of the year to our knowledge, which 
covers a period of nearly fifteen years, in which 
we have been dealing regularly in the article, 
The stocks of other seed oils competing with 
cotton oil have likewise decreased to an excep- 
tionally low level, so that the low prices, to 
which cottonseed oil has reacted in the course 
of the last two months is certainly not the 
result of overbearing stocks in the hands of 
consumers. Stocks in the United States being 
aleo exceptionally light, the statistical position 
of the oil market should be exceptionally 
strong, and if this is not the case the reasons 
are to be sought for in circumstances inde- 
pendent of statistical figures. 

‘The Interstate Cottunseed Crushers’ Asso- 
tion complaing of the present low prices of 
cottonseed oil, but we cannot agree with them 
in the statement that these prices are really 
low. For several years, up to the fall of 1905, 
the value of choice edible cottonseed oil moved 
on a basis between about 36 and 38 marks per 
100 kilos c. i. f. Hamburg, when it commenced 
to rise gradually into the forties and remained 
between 43 and 46 marks until the spring of 
1906 (mark=23.8 cents; 1 kilo=2.2 pounds). 
After that the value jumped into the middle of 
the fifties and continued to rule at about 56 
marke ver 100 kilos c. i. f. Hamburg all 
through the crop, whereas the oil of the new 
crop, October-December, 1906, was sold ahead 
at 7 to 8 marks lower. In the year 1907 the 
course of the market was almost continually 
tending upward until as much as 73 to 75 marks 
had to be paid for available edible cotton oil 
during the latter months of tre crop. In com- 
parison with these prices the present value 
might be justly called low, but this is not the 
case, if the value is compared with that ruling 
formerly, and if it is considered that since 
prices exceeded about 55 marks every consumer 
regarded them as being excessive, and while 
being compelled to follow the market in its 
further advance, restricted to the most urgent 
requirements only. 

‘The largest consumers of cottonseed oil in 
this country are the margarine manufacturers, 
It is a notorious tact that the business in arti- 
ficial butter (oleomargarine) in this country 
has not made any headway in 1907, which, we 
believe, is a direct result of the high cost of 
cottonseed oil. Owing to the scarcity and high 
value of the latter churners have resorted to 
experiments which greatly hurt the butterine 
consumption and increased the popularity of 
another product, namely, cocoanut butter, 
which in many sections of the country has 
almost entirely replaced butterine so far as the 
large requirements of bakers and confectioners 
are concerned, 


CAUSES FOR DECLINE IN PRICES. 


‘‘The Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion states that crude oil from September to 
November, 1907, declined about 23 cents per 
gallon, which is equal to 28 marks per 100 
kilos, and almost exactly corresponds to the 
decline in refined choice edible oil, which sunk 
from about 75 marks in September to 47 to 48 
marks in November. Part of this decline we 
consider dne to the untoward financial condi- 
tions rising up just at that time, in so far as 
the decline has proceeded at a faster rate 
probably than would have been the case under 
normal conditions. In fact, the market since 
November 19 has recovered about 8 marks per 
100 kilos, or 7 cents per gallon for refined oil, 
but it is our opinion that this recovery will 
gradually be lost again and that the market 
for edible cotton oil forthe season 1907-8 will 
settle un a basis around 50 marks per 100 kilos, 
fully warranting the decline of 23 cents per 
gallon on 

GENERAL COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS. 


“The conditions of industry and commerce in 
this country are decidedly more unfavorable 
than they were during the last few years, 
Everything points to a period of retrenchment 
and consequently lower standards of values for 
the necessities of life by the masses. Extreme 
prices for cotton oil, like those we have expe- 
rienced when crude oil was worth 20 cents per 
gallon more than it is now, are bound to cur- 
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tail the demand for artificial butter, of which 
the article in question is one of the principal 
ingredients, and we therefore believe the sooner 
American producers of cottonseed products 
realize that they have to figure with the present 
level of value, or even a still lower one, in 
the current season, the better will it be for 
their own interests.’’ 

Vice-Consul-General Paul H. Cram, 
writing from Marseilles, December 20, 
1907, with regard to the prevailing low 
prices of cottonseed, reports that dealers 
there agree in attributing the situation 
in December last to the action of Ameri- 
can sellers in disposing of their stocks, 
such action resulting directly from the 
financial situation in the United States 
Mr. Cram continues:— 

“One of the best-informed merchants in the 
city advises me as follows respecting the pres- 
ent situation of the oil and oil-seed market at 
this point:— 

““*The present values of edible qualities of 
American cottonseed oils (prime summer yel- 
low, winter yellow and other finer edible qual- 
ities) are undoubtedly very low as compared 
with other edible seed oils. There is every 
reason to believe that the substantial decline 
of the last three months must be attributed 
to forced sales of available stocks, owing to 
the finaficial crisis and stringency of money. 
Otherwise, the general statistical position of 
edible oils and their respective raw products 
in Europe is distinctly strong. This is par- 
ticularly <the position of our market here, 
which is the largest importer of oil seeds and 
kernels suitable for edible oil manufacture 
(chiefly sesame seed and groundnuts or pea- 
nuts). 

** ‘Sesame Seed (also called gingelly seed).— 
Reports from India are very unfavorable as re- 
gards these new crops. Owing to failure of 
rains at the sowing season, there is every rea- 
son to anticipate a serious falling off compared 
with the yield of previous years. Thus far the 
sales made to this market reach barely one- 
third of the total of previous years. Conse- 
quently very high prices prevail, Bombay white 
sesame seed fetching 47 francs ($9.07) per 100 
kilos (220 pounds), against 36.50 francs ($7.04) 
per 220 pounds at this date last year, while 
oll from this seed is worth 95 to 100 francs 
($18.33 to $19.30) per 100 kilos, against 80 
francs ($15.44) at the same period last year. 
At that time American oil was selling:—Prime 
summer yellow at 70 francs ($13.51) and winter 
yellow at 80 francs ($15.44) per 100 kilos, c. i. 
f., while these qualities are now fetching only 
62 and 72 francs ($11.96 and $13.89), respec- 
tively. These prices are chiefly accepted by 
resellers, while America is asking 65 francs 
($12.54) and 72 francs ($13.89) to 73 francs 
($14.08). 

** *‘Groundnuts or Peanuts.—Crop reports from 
the West Coast of Africa (Senegal and Gam- 
bia) generally show a deficit of about one-fifth, 
compared with last year’s yield. Supplies from 
this source, therefore, are likely to fall short 
of requirements. 

***For later months there is thus reason to 
anticipate larger requirements and higher 
values for American oils, to make up the short- 
age in sesame and groundnut oils. With this 
expectation, considerable quantities have been 
bought here for October to January shipment 
from America, estimated at approximately 
50.000 barrels of prime summer yellow, winter 
and off grades. For the later months, how- 
ever, only moderate quantities have thus far 
been sold.’ ’’ 


Belgium. 


Consul-General Henry W. Diederich, of 
Antwerp, makes the following report on 
the trade in cottonseed products and 
their competition with linseed products in 
Belgium :— 


‘There is practically no sale for cottonseed 
at Antwerp. No reasons could be given by the 
different merchants why American cottonseed 
and cottonseed cake had been entirely sup- 
planted by American linseed and linseed cake, 
and it must be due entirely to this market 
having been neglected. The Belgium farmers 
only know of linseed oileake and are therefore 
prejudiced in its favor. Of the 232,744 tons of 
oil cake of all kinds imported into Antwerp in 
1906, 162,201 tons came from the United States, 
and of the 156,315 tons of linseed 25,728 tons 
came from the United States. The total im- 
portation into Belgium tor 1906 of cottonseed 
was 1,731 tons, divided as follows:—Nine hun- 
dred and seventeen tons from the United 
States, 208 tons from Brazil, 252 tons from 
British India, 201 tons from Turkey and the 
balance from various other countries. 

‘Notwithstanding the fact that cottonseed 
oil cake and cottonseed are far richer in 
fattening properties than linseed, I do not 
think that consumers could be prevailed upon 
to use it without practical demonstrations of 
that fact, not even with prices lower than 
these now paid for linseed cake. Cottonseed 
shippers, therefore, must be prepared to 
make sacrifices in order to get a footing on 
this market, and it would seem to me that the 
only means of accomplishing this end is to in- 
struct the Belgian farmer as to the advantages 
of the cottonseed product. One way would be. 
for example, to distribute sacks of cottonseed 
for fattening purposes and thus prove that, in 
equal quantities, cottonseed goes much far- 
ther than linseed. This campaign cannot be ex- 
nected, however, of the local brokers or deal- 
ers. It must be done by some one who knows 
how to show the merits of the article and 
also how to use it. This is the only practical 
way to bring about results. It is useless to 
attempt the campaign by any other method, 
The Belgian peasant cannot be compared with 
the American farmer, who reads his agricul- 
tural papers and benefits therefrom. Here the 
peasant adheres to the customs and traditions 
of his ancestors, and nothing that he reads 
has any effect upon him unless it is illustrated 
by an ocular demonstration. It would re- 
quire a few hundred tons of cottonseed and

writing from Constantinople, December 24, 
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1907, advises that the removal by the gov- 
ernment of Turkey of discriminations 
against cottonseed products has resulted 
in increased sales of cottonseed oil and 
opened an inviting market for American 
producers, The consul-general writes:— 



















“On May 3, 1907, through the efforts of the 
American embassy, the restrictions against cot- 
tonseed oil, which had hitherto only been 


admitted into the Empire for industrial pur- 
poses, and after coloration in the custom house, 
were removed, and it wae placed on the same 
footing as other edible oils, which are permitted 
entry after examination. From May 3 last 
until the recent fall in the price of cottonseed 
oll there was no edible oil imported into this 
market. The first shipment for this market 
left the United States on November 16, 1907, 
and contracts have now been made forward, 
The arrivals will amount to about 1,000 barrels 
per month, and there are no stocks, as each 
parcel is sold as soon as it arrives here. 

‘While at the date of the inquiry of the 
Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Association, 
viz., November 19, 1907, cottonseed oil had 
touched low level prices, owing to the financial 
conditions prevailing, latest advices from New 
York, dated December 10, state that in view of 
the assistance of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the larger banks the situation had im- 
proved, the market was recovering and the 
prices were considerably firmer. 

‘The oils with which cottonseed oil enters 
into competition in this market are sesame- 
seed oi!, imported from France, and local olive 
oil. The sesameseed oil at the present time is 
abnormally high in price. These two oile can 
always be placed on the market at the same 
price. The preference will be given to cotton- 
seed oil, owing to its better adaptability for 
mixing purposes. As regards local olive oil, 
there will have to be a margin of 10 francs 
per 100 kilograms ($1.93 per 220 pounds) in 
favor of cottonseed oil tw compete with this 
local product. The present conditions are en- 
tirely in favor of cottonseed oil, and the extent 
of the imports will increase. The market 
quotatiune are as follows:— 

“Prime summer yellow cottonseed oil, 65 
francs per 100 kilos ($12.54 per 220 pounds). 

“Sesameseed oil, 96 francs per 100 kilos 
($18.63 per 220 pounds). 

‘*Both delivered c. i. f. Constantinople, includ- 
ing cost of barrels. 

“Olive oil of good quality, 105 francs per 
100 kilos ($20.26 per 220 pounds) 

“The new crop of olives is just commencing 
to be pressed, and it is expected that the price 
of olive oil will fall to 85 or 90 france per 
100 kilos ($16.40 to $17,37 per 220 pounds). 

“The extent of the imports of cottonseed oil 
must always depend upon the result of the 
olive oj] crop, but it will be seen that at 
present (December 24, 1907) there is a margin 
of nearly 50 per cent, between cottonseed oil 
and sesameseed oil, and even when this sea- 
son's olive oil comes on the market there will 
atill be a margin of 16 per cent. before cotton- 
seed oil reaches the figure when olive oil will 
be a competitor in price, allowing the margin 
of 10 francs per 100 kilos between the two 
articles. No other cottonseed products are sold 
on this market.’’

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 
Saturday Noon, Jan. 25, 1908. 


Developments in the Holliday Cove 
pool, Brook county, West Virginia, 
have constituted a feature of particu- 
lar interest in the lower southwest dis- 
tricts during the week. Late operations 
have been attended with a success that 
bespeaks promising prospects for an 
extension to the producing area, A 
completion good for 100 barrels a day 
natural has been the most creditable 
result and second in interest is a well 
of 40 barrels capacity. Considerable 
new work is being pushed in the dis- 
trict, which is likely to become a fac- 
tor in the high grade fields. Another 
section of the State that has con- 
tributed materially to the week’s 
interesting developments has been the 
Bonds creek district of Ritchie county. 
The two noteworthy producers which, 
as previously noted, responded to agi- 
tation with an increase to 750 and 650 
barrels, respectively, have registered a 
a decline to about 500 barrels each, but 
the extent of their staying powers 
holds interest in the district to a keen 
degree. Another recent completion in 
the section which started at 190 bar- 
rels, varying from 200 to 175 barrels 
during the following few weeks, has 
slumped to 100 barrels. Deep sand op- 
erations in Wetzel and Monongalia 
counties, West Virginia, have brought 
some encouraging returns, the most 
favorable being a showing for a 50- 
barrel natural producer in the Grant 
district of Wetzel county. A develop- 








ment of unusual interest is reported 
in southeastern Ohio in the Clinton 
lime formation of Fairfield county, 


where a well was brought in that regis- 
tered an initial output of nearly 350 
barrels a day, declining to 315 barrels 
after a few days. As our correspond- 
ent indicates, interest in the district 
may receive a setback owing to the 
great depth at which oil is found in 
the formation and the consequently 
heavy expense attached to drilling. 
The aggregate of results in the high 
grade fields of West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania and southwestern Ohio for the 
week shows a slight decrease from that 
previously reported. Completions for 
the current week reached a total of 
64, with 17 dry holes and a new pro- 
duction of 1,137 barrels, and for the 
former period were recorded 70 com- 
pletions, 18 dry holes and a new pro- 
duction of 1,148 barrels. The strike of 
the gusher near Tiffin, Seneca county, 
in the northwestern end of the Lima 
field, has prompted a rush to secure 
leases in the vicinity, but practically 
all the territory within favorable prox- 
imity was found to be already under 
control. In the Illinois field operations 
have been stimulated, our correspond- 
ent reporting 91 completions for the 
week, of which 71 yielded a new pro- 
duction of 5,108 barrels. During the 
previous week there were recorded 62 
completions, 4 dry holes and a new 
production of 4,053 barrels. Little re- 
lief seems to have been afforded as 
yet to the difficulty of moving the 
heavy output of the Illinois field by the 
completion of the trunk pipe line from 
Martinsville to Alton. The total runs 
from the wells for the first eighteen 
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days of the month were 1,210,561 barrels, 
against which were reported deliveries 
of but 3,405 barrels, occasioning a se- 
vere tax on storage facilities. Advices 
from our Kentucky correspondent indi- 
cate a gradual expansion of drilling 
toward the smaller fields. In the older 
divisions of the State, dusters have 
been frequently encountered, but a com. 
pletion good for 50 barrels in Wayne 
county furnished some encouragement, 
An important development in the mid- 
continent field is the completion of 
Wells indicating the possibilities of 
what our correspondent describes as a 
second Glenn pool, north of Morris. 
There was a decided slump in the pro- 
duction of the Gulf coast region during 
the first half of the current mouth, for 


which the unwillingness of producers 
to enter into contracts at prevailing 


prices was considered a factor. 





Refined Acid Products, 


Domestic requirements for refined in 
the local market have been freely ex- 
pressed, the volume of business being 
described as well up to the average for 
the season. The export movement has 
involved greater proportions during the 
interval than was previously noted, our 
record for the current week showing a 
total of 11,202,610 gallons, of which 
7,125,000 were shipped in bulk. For the 
previous week the total reached 9,862,- 
700 gallons. Chartering, however, has 
been less active, the only engagement 
reported being one of 170,000 cases for 
Shanghai or Whampoa, late February- 
early March shipment from New York. 
Quotations have remained stationary, 
but there is nothing to suggest any 
abatement of stability. 

Of principal interest in the market for 
the products is the announcement of a 
lower basis for 86-degree gasoline at 
28c., lc. below the previous level. The 
change is believed to have been prompt- 
ed by the slowness of the demand, auto 
naphtha at 15c, having superseded it 
to a considerable extent for gas-engine 
consumption. The export movement in 
naphtha has been materially stimu- 
lated during the week, clearances from 
New York aggregating 257,500 gallons, 
against 77,900 gallons, as previously re- 
ported,

Our Amsterdam 
correspondent cabled the result as 3.42 
Dutch cents, representing a decline of 
eight and one-half per cent. from that 
at the December sale. Of the offerings 
of 11,265 packages. 78 per cent. was 
sold, a proportion that is below that 
generally disposed of. The following

ACID, BORACIC.—The decline of lec, 
in borax has occasioned a correspond- 
ing reduction in this product, establish- 
ing quotations at 7%@7%c., for either 
crystals or powdered in barrels, the in- 
side figure being for carlots. The pre- 
vious change was recorded last Septem- 
ber with the break of 14%c, in borax. 
A further cut of %c. in the latter in 
November failed to influence acid. 

ACID, CITRIC.—Makers report a con- 
tinued good volume of contract engage- 


ments over four months on the basis 
of 45144@46c., subject to the usual re- 
bates, according to quantity. 

BORAX.—After nearly three months 
of apparent steadiness, the market has 
suffered another decline, amounting to 
l%c., which brings quotations within the 
following basis:—Carlots of 18 tons or 
more refined crystals, in bags, 4'%4c.; 
barrels, 4%c.; powdered in barrels, 
4% c.; ton lots, refined crystals, in bags, 
4%c.; barrels, 5c.; powdered in barrels, 
5c, Competition is regarded as a strong 
factor for the reduction. 

CANTHARIDES.—A local dealer has 
been advised that the designation of 
Chinese “blistering flies,’ in lieu of the 
description cantharides, will be satis- 
factory to the Department of Agricul- 
ture, thus removing the doubt that was 
raised when the department ruled that 
the name ecantharides was applicable 
only to Russian variety. The market 
for Chinese is reported higher abroad, 
but here the same quotations are cur- 
rent. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—The keenness of 
the situation noted in the two previous 
reports seems to have been somewhat 
dulled, but there is no tangible indi- 
cation of the effect on values. Freer 
offers of the new crop have been re- 
ported, but in some instances it was 
declared that they were above the spot 
parity. Hamburg is said to be fully 
up to, if not in excess of, the values 
ruling here. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Cable advices 
late in the week noted a firmer mar- 
ket, with prices stiffening, with large 
orders on hand.

The foreign sale repre- 
sented what were said to be the last 
offerings of the new Seychelles crop, 
and future auctions in London will be 
of secondary concern. Cable advices 
were to the effect:that all of the high 
grade supplies at the sale were dis- 
posed of, the French houses being the 
keenest purchasers, and their control 
of the situation is believed to have been 
strengthened thereby. A leading local 
house operated freely at the London 
auction, its representative regarding the 
decline as but temporary.

The developments in spearmint have 
been of surpassing interest during the 
week, and the market has been es- 
tablished at a decided advance, follow- 
ing a series of sales at steadily in- 
creasing values. The limited offerings 
below $2.50 available at the close of the 
previous week were readily absorbed at 
the opening of the current week, and 
each succeeding day enhanced the mar- 
ket by 25c., sales being reported to 
$3.75. This was considered yet avail- 
able in a limited way at the close, but 
some holders were firm at $4. As noted 
in recent reports the extraordinary in- 
terest in this article, which under or- 
dinary conditions, follows a _ routine 
course, is associated with the wide- 
spread advertising a brand of chewing 
gum, flavored with spearmint, has re- 
ceived. A feature is made of the last- 
ing quality of the flavor, but there are 
many who doubt its lasting virtue, so 
far as public taste is concerned. At 
any rate, the advertising campaign has 
been the means of bringing nearly all 
of the chewing gum interests into the 
market for the oil and it fs said that 
confectioners have also been induced 
to experiment with it. The production 
of spearmint is limited, a liberal esti- 
mate being considered as 5,000 pounds. 
Several movements to bring the bulk 
of available supplies under concentra- 
tion have been reported of late, but 
the trade has been keenly alive to the 
probabilities of such a coup and have 
been cautious sellers. Foreign inter- 
ests has also been stimulated, cabled 
inquiries from Europe being reported. 
While current values are considerably 
in excess of normal prices, the market 
three years ago rose to’a level of $4.75 
owing to the depletion of spot stocks 
and the strong control exercised in the 
West. 

Continued lethargy marks the Mes- 
sina oil situation, and the influence is 
noted to a further extent on lemon, 
offers for primary shipment being rath- 
er easier. There is a disposition to 
shade spot values and $1.35 is reported 
acceptable. It is difficult to trace 
whether recent arrivals of lemon rep- 
resent new or holdover supplies. Re- 
ceipts of bergamot have so far been 
light, but steamers due within the next 
few days will bring more liberal stocks, 
some of which will be available at $3.40, 

The reaction in cassia has been more 
pronounced during the week, the effect 
of freer supplies being augmented by 
lower offers for primary shipment. For 
75@80 per cent. on spot $1.30 can be 
done, but this is far from being a gen- 
eral quotation. Anise is also reported 
easier in the primary market, and the 
local situation is somewhat irregular. 
For 15 degree oil $1.10 is said to be 
available, but the usual range for this 
grade is $1.1244@1.15. 

Some interest was evinced in bottled 
peppermint for export, but there is 
little to occasion favorable comment in 
the bulk situation. Dealers report 
“blind” offers from the West, but they 
show practically no inclination to oper- 
ate. We are advised, however, that a 
bid for a round lot somewhat under the 
market was declined by a Western pro- 
ducer. 

Citronella has yielded further to the 
cheaper offers for shipment and drums 
are now available at 26c. 

The market for clove oil is easy at 
the decline previously noted, and there 
is little doubt that quotations would 
yield to buyers’ interest on sufficient 
inducement. 

Flowers. 

There have been no developments of 
particular interest in this department 
during the week, and trading, on the 
whole, has remained within narrow 
limits. Slight improvement, however, 
has been reported in the call for Hun- 
garian chamomiles, with quotations 
steady at 16@18c. The Roman variety 
is receiving little attention. Another 
exception to the reports of light busi- 
ness may be found in red clover tops, 
supplies of which have been materially 
lessened, imparting a firmer tone to

Gams. 

Advices of an upward movement in 
Chinese crude camphor abroad have 
failed to influence any particular im- 
pression on the local market for re- 
fined. The confidence of buyers has 
been so severely taxed that it is diffi- 
cult to restore it under the prevailing 
condtions. The same variation in spot 
quotations for refined is noted. The 
tone of the market for Japanese refined 
is reported easier, the speculative hold- 
ers showing more concern to induce 
sales, 

There has been no further change in 
Curacao aloes, and so far as can be 
learned the 7c. quotation remains ac- 
ceptable in but one quarter and only 
for single boxes. Sales of fairly good 
proportions have been reported else- 
where at 744@&c. The lot of 210 pack- 
ages, the arrival of which stimulated 
the cutting tactics, has been disposed 
of by first hands, the buyer having al- 
ready the bulk of available supplies. 

Arabic sorts of standard amber qual- 
ity are still offered at 8%c., but the 
range in some quarters is maintained 
to 9c. for this grade. For the new crop, 
due here in March, reports of compara. 
tively low prices have been current. 
There is no abatement of the steadiness 
of the choice white descriptions, the 
new supplies not being available until 
several months after the amber grades 
are due. 

The market for chicle commands more 
favorable regard, the production not be- 
ing up to expectations and _ buyers 
manifesting more interest in covering 
their requirements. We are advised 
that 40c. was realized for a car lot of 
prime Mexican gum. For jobbing par- 
cels the range extends to 47c. for the 
more desirable old. 


Herbs and Leaves. 


Further advices of a continued firm 
market for new crop short buchu at 
Cape Town hold dealers’ confidence in 
a maintenance in current spot values 
for choice green leaves. The report 
that London was securing the most de- 
sirable qualities of the new goods, noted 
previously, has been confirmed in other 
quarters. 

The recent flurry in henbane seems 
to have abated, but without any appre- 
ciable relaxation in values, 9@l1lc. re- 
maining the prevailing range. 


Roots, 


The assurances of shortage of golden 
seal in the country have quickened 
buyers’ interest in spot offerings, and 
everything available below $1.90 seems 
to have been cleared. Some holders 
ask to $2. A $1.85 basis is said to 
prevail in the West. 

The enhancement of primary values 
for German dandelion have been re- 
flected to a partial extent on spot, the 
market being established at 11@12c. On 
the revised basis of cost a 13c. level 
is declared to be warranted. There 
is little demand, however, to support 
the upward movement. 

Freer offers of berberis aquilfolium 
from the coast at more favorable terms 
to buyers have induced a further yield- 
ing in spot, 183@l5ic. now being current. 

A limited quantity of doggrass root 
is offered at 5%c., but most holders 
decline to shade 6c., owing to the re- 
duction of spot stocks and the difficulty 
to replace to sell on this basis. 

An easier market is reported for 
ginseng, owing to the check to the 
demand, occasioned by the momentary 
situation in China. 

Rio ipecac is slightly easier at $1.32% 


@1.35, but Cartagena is apparently 
steady at $1.20@1.25. 
Seeds. 


Dutch caraway was an article of 
lively interest during the earlier part 
of the week, spot values responding 
readily to the keenly stimulating ad- 
vices from primary centers until a level 
of 11@12c. prevailed. Toward the close, 
however, some of the ground was lost 
in the eagerness to realize, 10c. becom- 
ing available. 

Quince seed has scored a substantial 
advance, in consequence of the steady 
reduction in available supplies, 85c.@$1 
prevailing. The position of the market 


is due to the unwillingness of dealers 
to import, owing to the difficulties that 
have been experienced in having the 
goods passed, large quantities of hulls 
and foreign matter having been de- 
tected in former importations. 

Italian anise has been the subject of 
firmer cable advices, and any disposi- 
tion to shade prevailing quotations is 
believed to have been stayed. Regular 
sales have been reported at 9c. Ger- 
man anise is in a less favorable posi- 
tion, owing to the free supplies. We 
were advised of a sale of 5,000 pounds 
at 5%c. 

A quotation of 25c. for lobelia seed has 
been traced in one spot quarter. 
Other holders are firm at 30c., which is 
declared to be warranted by the main- 
tenance of a 28c. level in the country. 

Decorticated cardamoms are easier at 
50@55c. 

Shellac. 

Developments during the week have 
been favorable to buyers’ interests, and 
the tone of the market appears to be 
unmistakably bearish. The foreign 
markets have furnished an incentive to 
this end, especially for forward de- 
livery. Another factor is the continued 
backwardness of the consuming de- 
mand, to stimulate which there has 
been a disposition to take a chance to 
cover to advantage later. Our London 
correspondent cables a closing quota- 
tion of 120s. for spot T. N., the same 
as previous reported, and of 117s. for 
spring months’ futures, against 123s. as 
the closing figure of the former week.

Mann Bill Discussed. 


COMMITTEE ON INTERSTATE AND FOR- 
EIGN COMMERCE CONSIDERS THE 
MEASURE AUTHORIZING THE FIXING 

OF FOOD AND DRUG STANDARDS— 
OPPOSITION BY MANUFACTURERS 
OF FLAVORING EXTRACTS—VOTE 

ON THE BILL POSTPONED. 


Washington, Jan. 24, 1908. 


The House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce to-day took up for 
consideration the bill recently introduced 
by Representative Mann authorizing the 
Secretary of Agriculture to proceed with 
the work of fixing food and drug stand- 
ards, which was interrupted on July 1, 
Congress having failed to make the 
necessary appropriation. Mr. Mann’s bill 
also prohibits misrepresentation with re- 
gard to guaranties of purity, but per- 
mits manufacturers to label their goods 
“United States Standard’ when they are 
actually made in conformit with the 
provisions of the pure food and drug 
law. After considerable discussion, which 
was participated in by the representatives 
of a number of manufacturers of flavor- 
ing extracts, etc., who are opposed to 
the fixing of standards by any federal 
officer, it was decided to postpone a vote 
on the bill until next week. It is probable 
that the’ measure will be favorably re- 
ported not later than the 3lst instant. 

During the sessions of the National 
Board of Trade in this city this week a 
resolution was adopted protesting against

and not of the government. Mr. M. N. 
Kline, chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, called on Mr, Mann 
to present the protest of the board, but 
Mr, Mann at once drew his attention to 
the fact that the bill is not intended to 
affect any label printed prior to the date 
on which the proposed change of law 
goes into force. This explanation was 
entirely satisfactory to Mr, Kline, and 
it will be noted that the language em- 
ployed fully protects manufacturers and 
dealers who may have stocks of labels 
on hand or who may cause same to be 
printed before the law goes into force. 
The President has taken important 
action during the past week, which in 
some quarters is accepted as a severe 
blow to Dr. Wiley, chairman of the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection, whose en- 
ergetic administration of the pure food 
and drug law has exposed him to much 
criticism at the hands of certain manu- 
facturers, especially those desiring to em- 


ploy preservatives in the packing of food 
products. For many months a combina- 
tion of these manufacturers, aided, it is 
stated, by certain distilling interests, have 
sought to induce the President to over- 
rule Dr. Wiley or to designate an au- 
thority other than the Secretary of Agri- 


culture to whom manufacturers might ap- 
peal. The matter was finally brought to 
a sharp issue when Dr. Wiley refused to 
permit certain quantities of sulphur to be 
used in the preservation of California 
fruits. The manufacturers claimed that 
the limit authorized in Germany, where 
the science of chemistry has made greater 
advances than in any other country in 
the world, was much higher than that 
recognized by Dr. Wiley and, in fact, per- 
mitted the use of three times as much 
sulphur. 

Certain Pacific Coast Congressmen took 
the matter up with the President, with 
the result that he has announced that a 
board of five chemists, to be designated 
by five leading universities of the United 
States, will be invited to act as an ap- 
pellate commission to rule upon all ques- 
tions regarding the enforcement of the 
pure food and drug law in cases where 
the manufacturers are dissatisfied with 
the decisions of the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection, of which Dr. Wiley is 
chairman. Dr. Wiley’s champions declare 
that the list of universities to be re- 
quested to nominate members of the com- 
mission has been carefully prepared by 
manufacturers who know the views of 
the chemists who will probabiy be chosen, 
and that the result will be great laxity 
in the enforcement of the federal law.

Samuel Cabot, inc., manufacturing 
chemists of Boston, Mass., whose ad- 
vertisement appears on the back cover 
page of the Reporter, call attention to 
their claim of being one of the oldest 
and the second largest lampblack man- 
ufacturers in this country. They are 
also one of the largest producers of 
benzol for paint and varnish removers 
and other similar purposes. 

Speaking of disinfectants, the West 
Disinfecting Company has this to say: 
“The more the world learns about bac- 
teria, the more savants realize that it 
is absolutely essential that every wom- 
an should know not only that a house 
is not really clean unless she uses a dis- 
infectant. By neglecting to do so she is 
rupning great and unnecessary risks, 
when for a very small outlay malig- 
nant germs may be rendered harmless. 
It seems the height of absurdity to neg- 
lect doing so. Of course, there are 
many who to-day are still unaware 
that they can obtain for a very small 
price a disinfectant which is non-poi- 
sonous, non-caustic, will not injure 
woodwork or fabries, nor in any way 
harm the skin, and still do its work 
just as effectively and just as thorough- 
ly as the strongest poison.” 


A Southern paper publishes the fol- 
lowing statement regarding prevalent 
conditions in the South:—‘‘We are figur- 


ing upon a 25 per cent. reduction in the 


sale of fertilizers throughout the cot- 
ton belt. My people are planning to 
reduce their output proportionately. 


The prediction is made on the basis of 
present sales, which have constituted 
a very small part of what they 
amounted to at this time last year, We 
had shipped by January 20, 1907, about 
1,300 tons of guano and other fertiliz- 
ing products; my firm’s deliveries this 
year have been confined to a single 
carload. One difficulty besetting the in- 
dustry now is the fact of the farmers 
holding their cotton. The factories 
have thousands of dollars out in the 
shape of last year’s accounts, Planters 
are waiting to sell their cotton before 
paying up.” 

At the annual meeting of the -J. S. 
Merrell Drug Co, held Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 21, at the office of the company, 
the following officers were elected:— 
Cyrus P, Walbridge, president; Hubert 
S. Merrell, first vice-president; George 


R. Merrell, second vice-president: 
Henry J. Stolle, treasurer, and Merrell 
P. Walbridge, secretary. The same 
gentlemen were elected as the board of 
directors. The only change is the 
election of Merrell P. Walbridge to 
take the place of Edward Bindschadler, 
who retired last September because of 
ill health. The new secretary of the 
corporation is the son of Cyrus P. Wal- 
bridge, the present head of the busi- 
ness. He represents the third genera- 
tion which has been at the head of 
the company’s affairs, he being the 


grandson of J. ©. Merrell, founder of 


the business.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The industrial situation has shown 
little departure from lately prevailing 
conditions. The tendency is toward 
curtailments and in many directions 
prices are being readjusted to the re- 
duced demand. The quietness of trade 
in general is fully evidenced by the 
growing accumulations of money in the 
banks and the empty freight cars in 
the railroad terminals. These two facts 
bare close relation to each other, Some 
time ago a prominent feature of the 
situation was a shortage in money and 
a shortage in cars. As that shortage 
was the result of inflated prosperity, 
so the present accumulation of money 
and of freight cars is the result of de- 
pression. Every week now appears to 
sharpen the contrast between financial 
conditions and industrial conditions, 
nevertheless the present situation is the 
necessary prelude to a return of the 
world’s markets to a more nominal 
state. Evidence of rapid progress 
towards easy money was visible on all 
sides during the week. Call money in 
Wall street went to 1% per cent., the 
lowest of the season and an abnormal 
January rate. What was of larger 
significance, however, was _ the sharp 
reduction in their official discount 
minimum by the Bank of England and 


the Bank of France. The English bank 


rate went down from 5 to 4 per cent.; 
in four weeks. 


this is the third cut 
The reduction from 7 to 4 per cent. 
within this period, not only conformed 
to actual conditions on the open Lon- 
don market, but fulfilled the expecta- 
tion of all familiar with the usual 
sequel to such a chapter of “panic bank 
rates’ as prevailed last November. 

The market for time money has ruled 
easier. Rates at the close of the week 
were 4% per cent. for 90 days and 4%@ 
5 per cent. for six months. Money on 
call at the Stock Exchange ranged from 
1%4@3 per cent., the closing rate on Fri- 
day was 1% per cent. Mercantile paper 
has been offered more freely. Rates 
at the close were 54%4@6% per cent. for 
four to six months’ bills receivable; 
5%@6% per cent. for choice single 
names and 5%4@6% per cent. for other 
grades. Bar silver closed Friday at 
55%c. Mexican dollars closed at 44c. 
bid, and 52c. asked. The market for 
sterling exchange has ranged higher, 
closing steady on Friday. Rates for 
actual business at the close were 
4.8705@4.8710 for demand. Cables 4.8750 
@4.8755. Commercial bills were 4.82%@ 
4.83%. 

An irregular tendency has marked 
the course of the securities market. 
Now and then firmness was shown but 
on the slightest selling reactions fol- 
lowed and final values were consider- 
ably lower than those at the close of 
the previous week. 

The International Salt Company has 
made a cut in the price of all grades of 
evaporated salt ranging from 5c. to 1l5c. 
a sack, or 50c. to $1.50 per ton. The 
trade believes this to be the inaugura- 
tion of an aggressive campaign against 
the independents. 

American Agricultural Chemical se- 
curities ruled steady at 15144@16—clos- 
ing Friday at 16. 

W. J. White, one of the founders and 
owners of the American Chicle Com- 
pany, has retired from the company, 
and at a meeting of the stockholders 
Tuesday his successor on the board 
was elected. He is James Nicholl. 
Other directors have been re-elected. 
Little surprise was expressed at the 
resignation of Mr, White, as it has 
been reported for several months that 
he had sold his interest in the prop- 
erty. A year ago George H. Worth- 
ington succeeded Mr. White as presi- 
dent of the company. According to the 
annual report of the company, the 
chewing gum element in the United 
States continues to chew more gum 
each year. The company made a net 
profit of $1,658,000 last year, out of 
which $1,260,000 was paid in dividends. 
It takes nearly 3,000,000 acres of land 
in Mexico to produce the chicle from 
which the chewing gum is made. 

American Linseed Oil has_ been 
neglected and only light sales have 
been recorded at 8@8%%4. 

Directors of the Proctor & Gamble 
have declared the regular quarterly 
dividend of 3 per cent. on the common 
stock, payable February 15 to stock of 
record January 31. 

Trading American Cotton Oil securi- 
ties was light with prices comparatively 
steady. Values have ranged from 32% 
@33%c., closing Friday at 37%c. bid. 

National Lead securities have been 
active and subjected to considerable 
pressure. Sales on Tuesday aggregated 
7,600 shares, which is a record so far 
this year. Prices have ranged from 
38@41c. The last sale Friday was at 
38%c. 

The depression in American Smelting 
and Securities stock was accompanied 
by various rumors. One report had it 
that during the recent heavy depression 
in American Smelting, the control ac- 
tually had passed out of the hands of 
the Guggenheims, and now either scat- 
tered in the market or secured by 
Amalgamated Copper interests. On 
the other hand, it was stated, on what 
purports to be excellent authority, that 
the Guggenheim family has not lost 
control, but is to-day, as hitherto the 
largest holders of the stock. Specialists 
also maintained that if the control of 
American Smelting was offered to the 
Amalgamated Copper interests without 
a contest, the Standard Oil interests in 
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Amalgamated would not accept the of- 
fer at any figure as they are satisfied to 
heve the control remain where it is.

Arguments on Demurrer in Har- 


per Case, 


INFORMATION AGAINST DEFENDANT 

TEST CASE FOR ALLEGED VIOLA- 

TION OF FOOD AND DRUGS ACT 
ATTACKED ON GROUND OF 
CONSTITUTIONALITY. 

Last Friday arguments were heard on 
a demurrer to the information filed 
against Robert N. Harper, alleging viola- 
tion of the food drug law, by Judge Kim- 
ball in the United States branch of the 
Police Court. The information is attacked 
on the ground of the constitutionality and 
validity of the act under which it was 
issued. The prosecution is represented 
by United States Attorney Baker and As- 
sistant United States Attorney Proctor. 
The demurrer was filed in behalf of the 
defendant and was argued by attorneys 
Cc. CC, Tucker and Benjamin Minor. 

This suit is the one which was filed 
some ten days ago against Robert N. 
Harper for the manufacture of the so- 
called “‘Cufohedake Brane Fude,’’ which 
the Bureau of Chemistry found to be in 
violation of the food and drugs act, owing 
to its being misbranded and, at the same 
time, containing dangerous drugs. The 
case is regarded as of peculiar importance 
as the first test case under the food and 
drugs act, involving a significant phase of 
the labeling provision of the law. It will 
call forth a judicial decision on the ques- 
tion, whether the terms of the law au- 
thorize the Department of Agriculture to 
pass upon the extent which certain reme- 
dies or drugs really operate as a “cure” 
for the diseases which they are repre- 
sented to remedy.

The spouter at 
Surakhany, which is situated on the plot of 
the Baku Naphtha Company, and which started 
spouting at the end of November last, con- 
tinues to attract attention, and operations are 
being carried on there,

Greek Hashish Drug. 
CULTURE AND EXPORTATION 
STRONG NARCOTIC PLANT GROWTH

Greek prepar 
hashish drug: 

“Hashish, that strange drug which has 
given our language its word assassin—a 
man so frenzied by the drug that he ac- 
complishes murder—and which is used by 
the Persians, Turks, and Egyptians in a 
manner akin to the use of opium by the 
Chinese, is the product of a plant grown 
in large quantities in the Peloponnesus 
(southern Greece) in the district about 
Tripolitza. The plant grows to a height 
of about 4 feet and its branches are 
thickly covered with small leaves and 
studded with tiny seeds. 

“The entire plant, s‘alk and branches, 
is cut within a few inches of the root and 
laid out in the sun to dry. The branches 
are then rubbed to separate the seeds and 
these in turn are ground into a fine pow- 
der, which constitutes the drug. The best 
variety of the plant grows in the district 








of Martinea, and the center for export 
is Tripolitza, from which place it is sent 
to the ports of Kalamata and Nauplia, 
and from thence abroad. It is estimated 
that about 100,000 okas (265,000 pounds) of 
the dri valued at 2,000,000 drachmas 
(about 1.00) are annually sent from 
Tripolitza. 

“The drug has the power of inducing 
sleep and producing pleasant and fantas- 
tic dreams Continued use of hashish 


renders its devotees wild and restless, and 


results in a complete wreck of their men- 
tal and phvsical constitution. For this 
reason the hgeyptian government has pro- 


hibited the importation of the drug, and 
recently entered into a convention with 
Greece to prevent its exportation from 
there to Egypt, where the consumers of 
hashish are very numerous. The drug is 
practically never used in Greece, but is 


now exported to the various ports of FEng- 
land, Austria, France, and Italy. and from 
there much, no doubt, ultimately finds its

Market conditions have shown no 
material change during the past week. 
More activity is reported in some 
branches, but the general situation is 
quiet and the movement is largely re- 
stricted to regular contract deliveries. 
New inquiries for spring delivery have 
influenced a more cheerful tone and 
many dealers predict an active market 
within the next few weeks. Heavy ar- 
rivals have resulted in free offerings of 
some of the miscellaneous chemicals, 
but where domestic chemicals have 
shown signs of accumulation, the pro- 
duction has been reduced, and manu- 
facturers have endeavored to bring 
business on a supply and demand basis. 
The fact that many industrial consum- 
ing plants have closed down is proba- 
bly the most discouraging feature to the 
situation, Price changes have been 
few and irregular. Arsenic has again 
established a new low record under 
competition and heavy arrivals. Brim- 
stone has been advanced both here and 
abroad and, although leading com- 
petitors are extremely mum on the sub- 
ject, the settlement of the trade war is 
taken for granted by the trade in gen- 
eral. Blue vitriol has been in better 
demand and the market is firm at re- 
cent quotations. A steady movement 
has been in progress in carbonate of 
potash with the South the principal 
takers. A detailed market report of the 
principal chemicals is indicated below. 

Heavy Chemicals, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The sit- 
uation presents nothing new in the way 
of developments and about the only 
feature to the market is the continued 
steadiness of prices. The movement is 
largely restricted to regular contract 
deliveries, and occasionally these are 
increased on the basis of 1.30c. for bulk, 
1.50c, for kegs f. o. b. works, and the 
usual advance of .20c. all around de- 
livered in this section, less the usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Heavy im- 
portations from foreign supply sources 
have influenced freer offerings on spot. 
Arrivals during the past few weeks 
have aggregated 500 casks weighing 
over 1,000,000 pounds. The demand is 
seasonable and favorable weather con- 
ditions have facilitated a broad move- 
ment into consuming channels. Prices 
are unchanged on the basis of 1.25c. for 
small quantities and car lots at 1.20c, 
and up for standard makes, according 
to seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The position of the 
market continues unchanged and, aside 
from the movement on outstanding con- 
tracts, there is little of importance to 
note. Recent inquiries for export ac- 
count have led to engagements of 
small lots and these have been placed 
in warehouse awaiting shipment. 
Values are steady on the basis of 1.75 
@1.80c, and .10c. higher for 60 per cent. 
f. o. b. works, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. Powdered is quoted at 25@3c., 
as to test, quantity and point of de- 
livery. 

SALT CAKE.—The improvement 
noted in our previous report has con- 
tinued during the past week and, aside 
from the movement on contracts, a 
fairly steady demand prevails for mod- 
erate lots of spot goods. Prices are un- 
changed on the basis of .40@.42c,, ac- 
cording to quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—Aside from the move- 
ment on outstanding contracts, a fairly 
active demand prevails for moderate 
lots epiesenting jobbing requirements. 
Noti. ag new has developed to effect the 
position of the market and prices have 
remained steady on the basis of .60c. 
and up f. o. b. for barrels, less. the 
usual discount terms. Moderate quan- 
tities of concentrated are available on 
the basis of 1%c. and up, according to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—No material improve- 
ment has been manifested in the con- 
suming demand and the situation pre- 
sents a quiet appearance with the 
movement confined chiefly to contract 
deliveries to the glass and paper in- 
dustries. Supplies are not excessive 
and prices remain firm at lately pre- 
vailing quotations. Light 58 per cent. 
in bags is quoted at 77%c, in car lots, 
and less than car lots up to 92%c. on 
the basis of 48 per cent. Barrels are 
held at 82%c.@$1, as to quantity. 


Acids, 


ACETIC.—The situation has under- 
gone no material changes Curing the 
past week. Sales are moderate with in- 
quiries liberal, but actual business, in 
round lots is still restricted and the 
market presents a quiet appearance. 
Prices are unchanged at 2.60@38c., as to 
quantity and seller. 

MURIATIC.—The market has ruled 
steady at old quotations and business 
has been fairly active with new sales 
reported both for export and domestic 
account. Contract deliveries to the 
metal industries and other large con- 
sumers have been of seasonable volume 
and no serious accumulations are re- 
ported at distributing points. Sales are 





made on the basis of 1.10c. and up, as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—The situation presents a 
firm appearance under the influence of 
higher prices for crude materials. West. 
ern consumers have been drawing more 
freely on contracts, while the glycerine 
and electro-plating interests in the 
East have placed their usual orders for 
spring delivery. Values are steady at 
44%c. and up, as to quantity and seller. 

OXALIC.—The market remains prac- 
tically the same as last reported. A 
fairly steady movement on regular con- 
tracts has absorbed the bulk of arrivals, 
thus preventing any serious accumu- 
lations. A moderate demand prevails 
for additional small sized lots for cur- 
rent requirements, but there has been 
an absence of new sales of magnitude. 
Spot is available on the basis of 7@ 
Tec. 

SULPHURIC. — Shipments of this 
commodity continue heavy and, al- 
though the production has increased 
materially, the broad field of consump- 
tion, which sulphuric acid embraces, has 
been sufficient to absorb all additional 
supplies. The market has settled on a 
reasonably low basis and no changes 
are anticipated in the near future. 
Sales are conducted on the basis of 1c. 
and up for 66 degrees, according to 
quantity and seller. 

TARTARIC.—The consuming demand 
continues of good seasonable propor- 
tions and the market presents a firm 
appearance with old prices fully sus- 
tained. Importations of crude from 
Marseilles and Naples are still liberal 
and importers, generally, are anticipat- 
ing an active spring movement. Sales 
are conducted on the basis of 28%@ 
29%c. for crystals and 29@29'%c. for 
powdered, according to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. Cream of tartar 
is steady and unchanged on the basis 
of 23%@23%c. for crystals and of 23%@ 
24c. for powdered, as to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. 

Miscellaneous. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—The consum- 
ing demand has shown no material 
improvement during the past week and 
the movement has been largely re- 
stricted to contract deliveries. The posi- 
tion of the market remains unchanged 
with the supply about equal to the 
demand. Values are steady on the 
basis of 2.25@2.30c. for gray and 1.40@ 
1.45c. for brown, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

ALUM.—Conditions governing this 
market continue uneventful and, aside 
from regular contract deliveries, the 
demand is chiefly of a jobbing charac- 
ter. Values are steady on the basis 
of 1.75@1.80c. for lump, 1.85@1.90c. for 
ground, and powdered at 3c. and up- 
wards, according to quantity, sell- 
er and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Recent inquiries 
from the paint and drug trades have 
been productive of a fair volume of 
new orders for spring shipments, With- 
drawals on contract are seasonably 
heavy and the tone of the market is 
steady with prices unchanged on the 
basis of 4%c. for drums, 5%c. for car- 
boys in car lots and the usual ad- 
vance for less quantities, as to package 
and terms of sale, for 26 degrees 

ARSENIC, — The market has dis- 
played an easier tendency under com- 
petition and heavy arrivals from Ham- 
burg, Barcelona and Antwerp. The 
consuming demand cannot be called 
active, although a moderate business 
has been done in small sized lots. Spot 
goods have been available as low as 
4%c., which is the lowest price quoted 
in this decline. Despite the weakness 
displayed, the feeling appears to be 
more hopeful and there are many deal- 
ers who think that prices are around 
bottom, temporarily at least. Spot at 
the close was offered 4%@5b%c. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The market is 
without quotable change, but firmly 
maintained with-gradual improvement 
noted in the demand for prompt and 
future requirements both for export and 
domestic requirements. In regard to 
the former, 750 casks and 650 barrels 
have been shipped to Buenos Ayres and 
other South American ports during the 
past few days. Leading brands are 
quoted on the basis of 54@5%c., accord- 
ing to quantity. 

BRIMSTONE, — Although no con- 
firmation of a settlement could be ob- 
tained at leading quarters, an advance 
in the price to $22, both here and 
abroad, is pretty conclusive evidence 
that the trade war has been settled 
for the time being at least. A letter 
from our Messina correspondent dated 
early in January reads as follows:— 

An understanding has at last been reached 
between the Consorzio and Mr. Frasch, but 
details are not officially known yet. It seems 
that the latter promised to stop his ehipments 
to Europe until the conclusion of a definite 
agreement. The Consorzio, enerefore, raised 
prices for United States of America, bringing 
them up to about the same level as those 
quoted for European markets, with the excep- 
tion of San Francisco. For this latter destina- 
tion the same concessions as heretofore will 
still be granted on account of the Japanese 
competition, the common enemy of Sicily and 
America. The news of the conclusion of an 
understanding came as a great relief and as, 
moreover, the Italian government promised fur- 
ther subsidies and also furnished funds for the 
constitution of a Banca Mineraria, which hae 
already taken up its functions, prospects look 
much brighter as regards the new year. The 
necessity of reducing the output, which for 
political reasons was always disliked, seems 
to be entirely discarded for the time being. 
The American market remains ag the only bone 
of contention. It is hoped that Mr. Frasch can 
be made to see that Sicily can impossibly

Texas districts on December 15 were credited 
with 36,940 barrels, indicating a decrease of 


over 5,000 barrels a day in output in a month’s 
time. The production of the Louisiana districts 
on January 15 was put at 17,295 barrels, as 
compared with 14,685 barrels on December 15. 
The output of the entire Gulf region on Janu- 
ary was estimated at 48,570 barrels, against 
51,625 barrels on December 15 and 54,355 bar- 
rels on December 31. 

The unwillingness of producers to enter into 
contracts at present prices is having its effect 
on production. Most of the South Texas out- 
put is now going into the lines for storage. It 
looks as if the Texas districts will skow a 
continued decline, unless Humble or some 
other field develops a rich streak. The Louisi- 
ana districts will undoubtedly reinforce the 
Gulf production considerably, as there is much 
activity in the new development on the west 
side at Jennings and the Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany is pushing new work on the Latreille 40 





acres, where six rigs are running for this 
company. Anse la Butte may also show bet- 
ter form in the next month or two. Another 
well has been brought in there, and while 
it shows seven times as much water as oll, 
this does not necessarily condemn the field, 
as the large production of the Jennings dis- 
trict has been obtained for two years under 
similar conditions—more water than oll.

The best of the 
Humble completions was the Hermann No, 24, 
on the east side of the Hermann 500 acres, 
which came in flowing 1,000 barrels. W. 8S. 
Farish's No. 7 on the Butler was completed, 
a 300 barrel well, and Hank O'’Neil’s No, 2, 
north of the Farish welis, was completed for 
100 to 200 barrels. Guffey & Simms’ No. 1, 
on the Carden, several hundred feet northeast 
of the weil on the Mason, is rated a 100 bar- 
rel well. 

Six wells were completed at Spindletop, all 
producers, credited with a combined output of 
900 barrels, or 150 barrels to the well. The 
largest of the six is the Unity Oil Company’s 
No. 27, located on the fee simple tract, cred- 
ited with 250 barrels. The Cassie Oil Com- 
pany completed a 225 barrel well in Block 20

This is the 
only completion recorded in the Anse la Butte 
district this month. Jennings completed a dry 
hole in the old part of the field, the Clement 
tract, and there were no other completions in 
the field. 

Three wells were completed at Caddo, two oil 
and one gas. The Producerae No, 6 on the 
Caddo Oil and Mining land, is credited with 90 
barrels and the Producers No. 1 on the Murray 
with 100 —., both wells being over 2,200 
feet deep. The Caddo Gas and Oil Company 
completed an &.00U, OOO gasser at Mooringsport, 
on the south side of Caddo Lake, about two 
miles below the oil development. 

On January 15 there were 94 wells drilling 
and 34 rigs up in the Gulf district, a total 
of 128, as compared with 96 drilling and 26 
rigs on December 31, a total of 113. 


CRUDE OIL MARKET. 


Another cut in credit balance prices of Gulf 
crude was made on January 10, when the Sun 
Company posted a new list reducing Spindletop 
from 73 to 70 cents, Batson light from 67 to 
65, Batson heavy from 63 to 61, Saratoga from 
67 to 65 and Dayton from (2 to 60. Sour Lake 
was left unchanged at 69 cents and Humble 
remains at 68, the price posted December 20. 
The credit balance market is now back to the 
level prevailing in November, 1906. Glenn 
crude has replaced Gulf oil in item of refinery 
consumption in South Texas in the last year 
to the extent of 18,000 barrels a day. Fuel oil 
demands have dropped from 60,000 barrels a 
day to about 36,000 barrels a day in the same 
period. Production, however, has remained 
practically the same, and as a result a eurplus 
is accumulating each month. Oklahoma crude 
is also replacing Gulf oil in the fuel trade, par- 
ticularly in North Texas, where many con- 
sumers are being supplied from West Dallas 
by the Texas Company with Glenn crude. This 
oil, after being exposed six or eight weeks in 
open earthen reservoirs on the field, loges 
enough of its light qualities to make it safe 
for fuel use. Fuel oil shipments are also being 
made to Texas from the Glenn field by the 
Gulf Pipe Line Company, the Heywood Oil 
Company and W. H. Millikin, some of the oil 
going to the Southern Pacific Railroad for use 
on its locomotives, some of it going to Gal- 
veston and some to Sabine. The immense gur- 
plus of Oklahoma crude above ground and the 
production in excess of the capacity of the pipe 
lines is as sure to have a bearish effect on 
Texas prices as it would have in the case of 
any other commodity, such as coal, lumber or 
grain. There is no reason to believe that 
prices this year will recover anything like 
the strength which they showed in 1907. With 
a continuation of conditions in the Gulf region 
substantially as they have existed during the 
past year prices will probably remain between 
60 and 70 cents at the wells. The development 
of a_ gusher production at some new point in 
the Gulf region thie year would have an imme- 
diate effect on the market, although it is not 
expected that prices would go as low as they 
have on such occasions in the past. Anse 
la Butte is one of the riddles that will be 
solved this year. A test on January 15 of the 
Heywood Corporation No, 1 on the Patin land 
a few hundred feet northeast of the Lake No. 
7, the discovery well, developed a flow of oil 
amounting to about 250 barrels and a heavy 
flow of water, which drowned out the oil in a 
short time. The final outcome in this well 
and others about ready for testing will deter- 
mine to a great extent the importance of the 
Anse la Butte district.

A report from Santiago, Chili, is to 
the effect that important petroleum 
wells have been discovered at Carel- 


mapu, department of Calbuco, in south-

Near Galilee, Beaver county, Pa,, 
Johnson & Company have the rig com- 
pleted for a test on the McClure farin 
and the same company has.started a 
test on the Walker farm. 


There is every indication of a town- 
lot development at Bakerstown, Butler 
county, Pa. Fred Morrow & Co. and the 
Moore Oil and Gas Company are drill- 
ing and the first has a natural producer 
good for ten barrels a day. Leases for 
town lots are already held at a high 
figure. 


The Geary Oil Company, of Smeth- 
port, Pa., is drilling its No. 3 on its 
lease adjoining that of the South Penn 
Oil Company, and has located for a 
fourth well. The second well made a 
fine showing of both oil and gas at the 
start and has settled down to an 8- 
bbl, pumper. 


In the Marietta district of Washing- 
ton county, Ohio, the Pure Oil Com- 
pany’s test on the O. Disler farm is 
holding up at 20 barrels a day from 
the Keener sand. In the same locality 
Hobbs & Co.’s test on the Hugh Henry 
farm is a very light producer from the 
same formation. 


Interest in recent developments in the 
mid-continent field has centered in the 
possibilities of developing a pool of 
considerable importance north and east 
of Morris. So far the most tangible 
encouragement has been found in a 
well that showed for 250 barrels after 
the pay had been penetrated three 
feet. 


Northwest of the Wildwood field, in 
Allegheny county, Pa., the Parker & 

Sdwards Oil Company has purchased 
from McSweeney & Co. their light pro- 
ducer on the Joseph Hill farm, and 
will drill another test on the same 
property. This is in new territory, and 
the Parker & Edwards Company will 
try for a new pool. 


Capitalists of Scio, N. Y., have pur- 


chased from J. L. Adams, of Brad- 
ford, Pa., his three-fourths _ inter- 
est in the Adams & Dana 
lease on the Miner farm, a mile and 


one-half east of Bolivar in the Allegany 
county field. There are 20 producing 
wells on the property and several lo- 
cations to be drilled. 


Work on the six-inch pipe line from 
Sour Lake to Garrison switch, on the 
Kansas City Southern Railroad, about 
two and one-half miles south of Beau- 
mont, Tex., has been commenced, and 
it is planned to cover the twenty-two 
miles in one and a half months. The 
system has been undertaken to increase 
the Texas company’s facilities for 
handling crude oil from Oklahoma, 


New interest has been centered in 
the Anse la Butte (La.) field, with the 
report of a completion at a depth be- 
tween 1,700 and 1,800 feet, resulting in a 
flow of water and oil amounting to 3,500 
barrels, of which 250 barrels were oil. 
After eleven hours the well stopped, 
resuming, after it had been equipped 
with compressed air, at a reported flow 
of 500 barrels of oil and a large quan- 
tity of water. 


In Licking township, Crawford 
county, Ill., the Fulton Oil and Gas 
Company has a 150-bbl. pumper in No. 
1 on the southwest corner of the Sam 
Payne No. 2 farm, in the southwest 
quarter of section 1. The same com- 
pany has a 40-bbl. pumper in No. 7, 
Melville Payne farm, section 12. Ver- 
non Porter and others have a 40-bbl. 
pumper in No. 2 on the Sam Fitch one- 
half acre in section 11. 


Advices from Beaumont, Texas, state 
that a coterie of local oil men had se- 
cured a lease of 1,000 acres about five 
miles southwest of the Spindle Top 
field, which will be subjected to a se- 
ries of tests as soon as the plans of the 
operators can be consummated, Among 
those interested in the venture are S. 
W. Pipkin, W. L. Douglass, of the Par- 
afine Oil Company, and J. P. Wilson. 
The organization of a company is con- 
templated. 


A feature of development work in 
Kentucky is the drift toward the small- 
er fields, which of late have received 
comparatively little attention. The 
best completion of the week in the old- 
er divisions of the State was one good 
for 50 barrels in Wayne county.

With the wells now 
drilling and starting the production of 
the Holidays Cove pool is expected to 
show a material increase in the near 
future. 


The death of eighty hogs has 
the cause of holding up the pipe line 
of the Standard Oil Company, now be- 
ing constructed through Washington 
county, Pa. The work is being done 
by the South Penn Oil Company, and 
the new line parallels four similar pipe 
lines of the Standard. When the work- 
men reached the farm of Elmer Wil- 
letts, a wealthy oil man of Washing- 
ton, but which is eccupied by Robert 
Ashmore, the latter refused to allow 
them to lay the lines through his farm 
as he claimed that one of the other 
lines on the place leaked recently and 
that his hogs drank the oil with fatal 
results to eighty of them. He refuses 
to let the company have the right of 
way until his hogs are paid for. He 
values them at $1,800. The company 
has filed a bond for the damages and 
it is believed the line will be built. It 
crosses but a small section of the farm.

Near Folsom, Eagle district, Harri- 
son county, W. Va., the South Penn 
Oil Company has drilled its No. 3 on 
the S. S. Shriver farm 37 feet into the 
Gordon and has no show for a pro- 
ducer, The same company’s No. 2 on 
the Elisha Atha farm, adjoining the 
Shriver, is holding up at 115 barrels a 
day. 


In the Keener sand district, on Wolf 
Pen Run, Ritchie county, W. Va., the 
two wells on the T. E. Dye farm are 
still holding up at 500 barrels each, and 
the No. 14 on the G. R. Henshaw farm 
at 100 barrels. McBride & Morris are 
starting No. 3 on the T. E. Dye farm 
and have the rig completed for a test 
on the Freeland heirs’ farm. On the

The 
monument will be completed and dedi- 
sated in 1909, the fiftieth anniversary 
of the drilling of Drake’s well, the first 
in the world to produce petroleum and 
the initial move in an industry which

has meant so much to the world and 
that is still supporting some of the 
largest corporations in the world as 


well as employing thousands of men in 
western Pennsylvania. 


James S. McKelvey, one of the best 
known members and for two years the 
president of the Pittsburgh QOil Ex- 


change, died at his home in that city, 
aged 69 years. He first entered the drug 
business at New Castle, Pa., but later 
removed to Pittsburgh where he was 
engaged in the same business when the 
Civil War broke 


out. Upon the close 
of the war he was a traveling sales- 
man for B. L. Fahnestock & Co., drug 


and white lead manufacturers, and sub- 
sequently was with Armstrong & Kelly 
in the same line. Early in 1879 he se- 
cured membership in the Oil Exchange 
and soon became a prominent figure. 


During the palmy days of the oil busi- 
ness he did a large brokerage busi- 
ness, representing an extensive 
clientele on the floor of the exchange. 
At the time of his death he was still 
largely interested in the Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Indiana fields. A_ brother, 
Robert H, McKelvey, was with him in 


the brokerage business.

The slight interest that from time 
to time has been reported from various 
distributing centers indicates a slow re- 
turn to activity. The movement has 
been of a more or less spasmodic char- 
acter, and to judge from actual results, 
inquiries have failed to assume a sub- 
stantial form. Referring in particular 
to the week closed, Western dis- 
tributors complain of an almost entire 
lack of buying interest, the market 
being tempered by few inquiries. The 
South experiences exceedingly poor 
business, owing to restricted shipments 
of cotton and consequent deferred col- 
lections. Those concerns in the South 
who have pursued an aggressive selling 
policy report the utmost difficulty in 
bringing the agricultural communities 
into sympathy with their ideas re- 
garding future requirements. From 
what can be ascertained at this time, 
trade authorities anticipate business 
equal to but 75 per cent. of the normal. 
The weakness prevalent in the various 
items is in many instances not por- 
trayed in the current list, but where 
business has been consummated prices 
reflect the easier tendency. Tankage, 
9 and 20 per cent., records a decline 
from 10 to 15 points, according to quan- 
tity and seller. Other abattoir am- 
moniates are unaltered. Acid phos- 
phate is somewhat lower as is bone 
unground, steamed. Rock phosphates 
are without list change, but generally 
conceded easier. Potashes are feature- 
less.

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A few 
transactions in domestic were con- 
cluded during the week, giving ex- 
pression to the firm position of the 
product, but no noteworthy features 
were developed. Foreign stuff is fairly 
strong, according to recent cables, Quo- 
tations ruling with local dealers are 
$3.0244@3.05 for foreign spot and for fu- 
tures $3.05@3.074%. Domestic, prompt de- 
livery is held at $3.0214@3.05, and $3.05@ 
3.07% for futures. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The general plaint 
of sellers in these descriptions is one 
of an entire lack of buying interest. 
One sale of a moderate quantity in a 
certain circle last week created as 
much interest as a dozen of similar 
importance would ordinarily. The 
terms of sale were private, though there 
is little doubt but that a liberal con- 
cession was granted on current figures, 
High grade dried blood f. o. b. Chicago 
is quoted at $2.35@2.40, and 12 and 13 
per cent. ammonia f. o. b. New York, 
$2.45@2.50, according to quantity and 
terms of sale. 

FISH SCRAP.—Prices are well sup- 
ported, owing to scant offerings, though 
actual business has shown no material 
improvement during the week. Avail- 
able stuff is closely held, and quoted 
without deviation from the former fig- 
ures of $2.80 and 10c. for dried, 11 per 
cent. ammonia, and 14 per cent. bone 
phosphate; wet accidulated, 6 per cent. 
ammonia and 3 per cent. prosphate, 
$2.60 and 35c., and ground fish guano 
imported 10 and 11 per cent. bone phos- 
phate c. i. f. New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, nominally quoted at 
$3.20 and 10c., though the last named 
is generally understood to be unobtain- 
able on the spot. 

MEALS AND SHEEP MANURE.— 
The available supplies of concentrated 
sheep manure are said to be well cov- 
ered by orders for future delivery. 
Transactions lately have not been nu- 
merous, but sufficient to sustain a 
moderate consuming movement. The 
former price quoted by Chicago has 
been withdrawn and _ replaced’ by 
terms of $7.25 f. o. b. This corre- 
sponds with the price maintained by 
New York sellers. Hoofmeal has not 
been taken over to any extent and re- 
mains nominal at $2.3742@2.42%, 
slightly easier figures quoting at Chi- 
cago than by local dealers.

By_ section 5 it is pro- 
vided that entry under this act shall not 
give the entryman, before patent, any 
preference right to the surface of the 
land for agricultural or grazing purposes, 
nor the right to take any wood or timber 
therefrom except fuel for domestic pur- 
poses used thereon or in the vicinity of 
the lands by those engaged in the de- 
velopment of the oil or asphaltum there- 
on. The claimant or his successors in 
interest are required by section 6 to pay 
to the receiver during each year after 
entry and before final proof a sum equal 
to 50 cents per acre of the claim or sub- 
mit proof, supported by two disinterested 
witnesses, that he has expended during 
said year an equal sum in bona fide ef- 
fort to discover and produce oil or asphal- 
tum on said claim or on land within one 
mile of said claim, where there is no 
producing well or shaft within three miles 
of said claim. An abandonment is de- 
fined by section 7 of the bill as follows:— 
“First, failure to make the annual pay- 
ment or the expenditure herein required; 
second, failure to apply for patent within 
the time specified; and, third, filing a 
declaration of abandonment with the 
register of the land office.’

Disposal of Oil Lands. 
MEASURE INTRODUCED IN THE SENATE 
FOR DISPOSAL OF PUBLIC LANDS 

CHIEFLY VALUABLE FOR OIL AND 
ASPHALTUM—METHODS FOR AC- 
QUIRING RIGHT TO DEVELOP 
PROPERTIES, 

Washington, Jan, 2, 1908. 
At the instance of certain influential 
organizations of oil men on the Pacific 
Coast, Senator Flint, of California, has 
introduced in the Senate a measure pro- 
viding for the disposal of public lands 
“chiefly valuable for oil and asphaltum.’’ 


The object of the proposed statute as 


Section 2 of the bill prescribes 


hereafter be entered as follows:— 
“Sec. 2. That any citizen of the United 


States over the age of twenty-one years, and 
any person who has filed his declaration of 
intention to become such citizen, may file a 
declaration, under oath, with the register and 
receiver of the land district where such land 
is situated that he intends to claim and im- 
prove or cause to be improved for the oil or 
asphaltum thereon a tract of land, describing 
it, not exceeding one hundred and sixty acres. 
If such land be surveyed, it shall be located 
by legal subdivisions, and if unsurveyed, it 
shall be located in rectangular form by mets 
and bounds, and described with certainty by 
reference to some well-established and con 
spicuous post, monument or natural object. 
In no case shall a claim be more than one mile 
in length. Such oath shall be made before the 
register or receiver aforesaid or before the 
clerk of any court of record in the land dis 
trict where the land is situated, and shall 
state that the affiant believes such land to be 
chiefly valuable for its deposits of mineral oil 
or asphaltum and distinctly his reasons for sv 
believing; that he intends to make or cause to 
be made a bona fide effort to produce oil or 
asphaltum on said land in paying quantities; 
that he has not previously claimed any land 
in the same county under the provisions of 
this act. 

“Upon filing said declaration, the applicant 
shall pay to the receiver a fee equal to twenty- 
five cents per acre of the land claimed, and 
thereupon the register shall enter such appli- 
cation upon his books, and no entry or filing 
shall thereafter be received for said land until 
such claim has been abandoned, as_ herein 
provided. If the claimant has made his dec- 
laration of intention to become a citizen, or 
if he be a naturalized citizen, he shall fur- 
nish satisfactory record evidence of that fact, 
which evidence shall be filed with the applica- 
tion and be thereafter conclusive of the right 
of the party to enter the land, if the claim 
shall have passed to an innnocent purchaser."’ 


The conditions precedent to the patent- 
ing of claims are prescribed by section 
3 of the bill as follows:— 


“Sec. 3. That at any time within five years 
from the filing of the claim aforesaid the 
claimant or his successor in interest may file 
his application for patent. Such application 
shall show the applicant’s right to or interest 
in said claim; that there has been made such 
drillings or excavations on said claim as en- 
ables the claimant to produce oil or asphaltum, 
or both, in commercial quantities; the charac- 
ter and extent of the improvements thereon; 
that the land is non-mineral in character; that 
the land is sought chiefly for the oil and 
asphaltum therein contained, and that it is the 
bona fide intention of the applicant to produce 
such products therefrom in commercial quan- 
tities; if the application be made on behalf 
of one or more individuals, that each of them 
is a citizen of the United States over the age 
of twenty-one years, or that he has made his 
declaration of intention to become such; if on 
behalf of a corporation, that it is duly or- 
ganized under the laws of some State or Ter 
ritory, and has a valid charter authorizing it 
to take, own and operate such property. Appli- 
cation on behalf of an individual shall be made 
by himself; on behalf of two or more, by 
either of them; and on behalf of a corpora- 
tion, by the president, vice-president or secre-

TANKAGE.—No general depreciation 
of values has occurred since the last 
report, but the true state of the market 
is easily ascertained by the light busi- 
ness transpiring. It all portrays a very 
weak market and irregularity of price 
that makes difficult a true estimate of 
the market’s status. A comparatively 
light shipment of 9 and 20 per cent. am- 
monia, which of late has recorded sev- 
eral successive reductions, was con- 
signed on a basis of $2.05 and 10 during 
the week; this is 10 points easier than 
last. On medium sized lots holders 
in some instances are offering at $2.00@ 
2.05, but few bids have been recorded 
within even reasonable striking dis- 
tance of these quotations. Other grades 
are held at $2.20 and 10 for 11 and 15 
per cent.; $20.00 for 6% and 25 per cent.; 
$2.25 for concentrated and _ $10.00@ 
$11.00 for garbage tankage. All the 
above f. o. b.

Phosphates. 


ACID AND BONE.—The demand for 
acid and bone phosphates is confined 
within narrow limits and is asked for 
only in quantities sufficient for present 
requirements. Persistent inquiry re- 
veals no. heavy sales. For the busi- 
ness passing in the local market cur- 
rent list prices are again applicable at 
the following levels:—65@70c. per unit 
for acid, and raw bone, $16@17 per ton. 
Ground steamed, 3 per cent. ammonia, 
and 50 per cent. bone phosphate, is 
quoted at $20@22; unground steamed, 
$17@18. It will be noted that acid is 
easier and raw bone off $1 per ton from 
last figures. This is attributable to 
the poor market for both descriptions. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK. — Despite the 
curtailed production, the accumulation 
of material at primary shipping points 
at this time is said to fully warrant 
price concessions, and no doubt a con- 
siderable reduction would be granted 
with the prospect of closing on or- 
ders of ample proportions. Depending 
upon quantity and point of shipment 
the different grades of rock are named 
as follows:—Ground f, o. b. Charles- 
ton, 2,000 Ibs., $6.75@7; South Carolina, 
hot air drief f. o. b.

od under which parties holding oil lands 
as mineral claims may re-enter them un- 
der the proposed law as follows— 

“That anyone holding and owning a mining 
claim for land chiefly valuable for the oil or 
asphaltum thereon may abandon said mining 


claim and re-enter the same under this act, 
or so much thereof as he is entitled to 
enter under this act, in the following man- 
ner:—He shall execute and deliver to the 


register of the land office an instrument in 
writing surrendering and conveying to the 
United States all his right, title, and interest 
in and to said land. Said instrument shall 
be executed and acknowledged so as to be 


entitled to be recorded under the laws of the 


State where the land is situated. Upon de- 
livering said instrument to the register, to 
gether with the fee for recording the same 
in the country where the land is situated, 
the mining title shall be extinguished, and 
the party surrendering the title may thereupon 
make his entry as herein provided.’’ 

Section 9 provides for the repeal of the 
act of February 11, 1897, entitled, ‘‘An 
act to authorize the entry and patenting 
of land containing petroleum and other 
mineral oils under the placer mining laws 
of the United States,”’ but provides that 
nothing in this repeal shall affect pro- 
ceedings begun to acquire title under the 
act referred to. 

A somewhat different course has been 
pursued in the matter of the reference 
of Senator Flint’s bill to that followed 
in the House with regard to the Smith 
measure, which was sent to the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Senate also has a 
Committee on Public Lands, the Flint 
bill has been sent to the Committee on 
Mines and Mining, the presiding officer 
taking the position that inasmuch as the 
measure provides for the amendment of 
the mining laws it should go to the com- 
mittee which has full jurisdiction over 


that subject.

NOTE.—Our prices are for large lote except 
when otherwise specified, and buyers of 
small quantities must expect to pay an ad- 
vance on these figures.

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Though some dealers in this market 
regard the recovery from late stagnant 
conditions as exceedingly slow, those 
optimistically inclined talk of a stead- 
ily improving situation. What busi- 
ness has transpired is as yet hardly 
out of jobbing bounds, but there is ap- 
parent a freer inclination to absorb sub- 
stantial quantities. In some instances 
scarcity of certain products holds prices 
up and in others, such as gambier, 
heavy receipts have been instrumental 
in depressing prices. Dealers in 
albumen are also said to be heavily 
stocked and disposed to shade current 
quotations. Antimony salt and the tin 
by-products are weak in sympathy with 
the basic metals. There are intima- 
tions of reselling of scattered lots of bi- 
chromates under the market, but only 
in a limited way. Cochineal is feature- 
less. Dextrines and starch are unal- 
tered as are myrobolans, nutgalls and 
indigo. Sumac is. stronger, tartar 
emetic unchanged and turmeric scarce 
except in Madras and Aleppy. Zinc 
dust without news feature. 

ALBUMEN.—The market for egg al- 
bumen is very quiet and would be in- 
clined to weaken under the pressure of 
strong bids, though few such have re- 
cently been recorded, For moderate 
quantities according to kind and quality 
egg is quoted at 57@70c. Blood albumen 
continues very firm, owing to closely 
held stocks and in some quarters is the 
vehicle for higher prices than those for- 
merly named at 20@28c., 22c. being more 
universally asked for low grades. Re- 
cent arrivals of egg comprise 129 cases 
from Kobe. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—There is 
nothing in the situation deserving of 
comment, the market entirely lacking 
in feature and resting on the old price 
basis of 10@10%c. for salt and 114@12c. 
for oil, according to quantity and terms 
of sale. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—The basic metal 
continues in heavy supply, which with 
the slack demand here and abroad en- 
courages a weak market. Though the 
prices quoted are low it would create 
no surprise to note shaded figures on 
an actual business basis. Prevailing 
quotations in this market are as fol- 
lows:—For 75 per cent., 16@17c.; 65 per 
cent., 14@l5ic., and 47 per cent., 12@1l4c., 
according to quantity. 

BICHROMATES.—The situation is 
not altered materially, trade continuing 
in about the same volume as of recent 
weeks with prices firmly quoted as in 
the preceding issue. Potash is held at 
8%@9c, for the American description 
and soda at 7%@7%c., according to 
quantity. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN. — Trade 
throughout the week has been slug- 
gish, and where business has trans- 
pired, aside from contract withdrawals, 
has been confined to small sales. The 
market for pig tin is still depressed ané 
quotably unchanged on the old levels of 
8%c. for large lots of 50 degree and 
9%@10c,. for 55 degree. 

CUTCH.—The movement during the 
past seven days has been very much 
the same as described in recent reports, 
largely on agreement, with spot buying 
within very limited bounds. Prices, 
however, show no tendency toward a 
change, quoting as in the former list 
of 4%c. for mat; 4%c. for boxes and 
8@10c. for slabs. 

COCHINEAL. — There continues a 
light demand for the article more or 
less routine in character. While no 
sizable stocks are carried, it is under- 
stood to be in adequate supply and 
obtainable at the late figures of 44@ 
47c. for Teneriffe silver, 41@48c. for 
rosy black and 43@45c. for gray black. 

DEXTRINE.—The potato dextrines 
are very firm on the former price 
basis. There is in some quarters an 
inclination to quote slightly higher, but 
the demand hardly seems to warrant a 
change in the list. Dealers are asking 
5@6c. for the domestic product and 6@ 
7c. for imported. Corn dextrine holds 
at the levels recently established, prices 
quoting according to package and quan- 
tity as follows:—$3.12 per 100 Ibs, in 
bags, for car lots, and $3.28 in bbls. 
British Gum remains at $3.37 per 100 
Ibs. in bags, and $3.53 in bbls. For 
less than carload shipments the above 
figures would not apply, prices being 
regulated by quantity and terms of 
sale. 

GAMBIER.—There is a _ disposition 
among sellers to avoid quoting on for- 
ward positions, though the last figures 
given for arrival at $3.85@3.95, accord- 
ing to position, would undoubtedly ap- 
ply. The prevalent inactivity of a large 
part of the silk manufacturing indus- 
try, together with the heavy arrivals 
recently noted here, have had a depress- 
ing influence on spot prices, bringing 
store goods to 4c., the low figure of the 
preceding year. In some instances, 
however, dealers are quite firm at 4@ 
4%c. In addition to last week’s re- 
ceipts of 6,500 bales, there were recorded 
in port last Tuesday 1,017 bales from 
London per steamer Minnetonka. The 
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fortnightly report on gambier exports 
from primary shipping points is given 
as follows:—

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—There 
is a disposition among some dealers to 
harden on current quotations, though 
the large producers of the commodity 
have not changed their basis of figur- 
ing, sizable consignments of the various 
descriptions quoting as follows:— 
American, per cwt., in bbls., $1.40@1.55 
and $1.55@1.65 in kegs. German is firm 
and unaltered at $1.85@2 per cwt., in 
bbls., and $2@2.25 in kegs. 
INDIGO.—Until a less conservative 
policy is manifested by large consum- 
ing interests and until mills come 
nearer to a normal producing basis no 
great activity can be expected. The ex- 
cellent showing of the natural product, 
as to the amount imported, has proved 
gratifying to dealers during the past 
year. For the eleven months ended 
November 30 government statistics re- 
veal a 20 per cent. increase. The 
list is in no particular changed 
as to. price, continuing as _ fol- 
lows:—Bengal, low grade, 55@65c.; do. 
medium, 62%@7ic.; high, 774%@90c.; 
Kurpahs, 50@60c.; Guatemala, 35@70c.; 
Manila, 45@50c., and Madras, 45@50c. 
Synthetic is quoted at 18@20c., accord- 
ing to quantity. 
MYROBOLANS.—Buying has been on 
a parity with the preceding week, the 
deliveries noted being largely for con- 
tract distribution. Curiosity is ex- 
pressed as to the probable basis for 
new crop shipments, though definite in- 
formation is not as yet at hand regard- 


ing the primary situation. There ar- 
rived from London on Tuesday 2,366 
bags for local account. Quotably no 


change is evident on spot, the various 
grades, according to quantity quoting 
at from $32.50@40 per ton. Letter ad- 
vices lately received from Calcutta con- 
tained the following:— 

The season is still closed. New crop is ex- 
pected to arrive here early next month. No 
eales of moment are reported in either old or 
new crop. The asking rates are still Rs. 2-8 
for Australian Bhimries, and Rs. 2-4 for ordi- 
nary No. 1 quality, Rs. 1-10 for No. 2 quality, 
and Rs. 1-4 to Rs, 1-5 for rejections and No. 3 
quality per B. md., weight, loose, respectively, 
for next month's delivery for new crop. Offer- 
inge of old crop are small. 

NUTGALLS.—China galls have been 
quoted somewhat firmer in London, 
though no betterment of prices can be 
noted in the domestic market. In fact 
the buying movement is of a very slug- 
gish character and not of sufficient vol- 
ume to be a strengthening influence. 
This, with stocks adequate for present 
consuming requirements, would seem to 
preclude any immediate change for the 
better in the current list. Blue Aleppo 
on the spot commanded 17@18%c. and 
China 15@16t4c. 

PRUSSIATES. — Those consumers 
said to have been anticipating lower 
prices with the introduction of the new 
year have certainly gleaned no encour- 
agement from the situation as it has 
stood since January 1. Prices are gen- 
erally quoted firm on the old basis and 
indicate no easier market for the near 
future. Quotations ruling on yellow 
potash are 154@lé6c., for red, 34@35c., 
and soda, 94@9'sc. 

SAGO FLOUR.—The American mar- 
ket for sago flour is a very quiet and 
featurless one, with reports from 
abroad but little more encouraging. 
Contract arrivals during the past ten 
days show a moderate consuming inter- 
est, some 4,600 bags arriving for local 
account. Prices are $1.80@1.85, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

STARCH.—A fair movement contin- 
ues in corn and potato starch, with 
prices well maintained in accordance 
with the strong position of the raw 
products. Potato particularly is firm 
at 3%@4c. Pearl corn starch is named 
at $2.57 per 100 lbs. in bags and $2.73 
bbls.; powdered in bags $2.62 and $2.78 
in bbls.; thin boiling $2.92 in bags and 
$3.08 in bbls. Other descriptions are 
unaltered at 6%c. for rice and 9%c. for 
wheat, 

SUMAC.—While there has been no 
pressing demand, enough trade has 
passed to maintain a light movement 
on contract. The firm position of for- 
wards and reluctance of holders in 
primary markets to negotiate for near 
future shipments materially strength- 
ens the domestic situation. In addition 
to an arrival of 140 bags the preceding 
week, there came to hand for local ac- 
count last Tuesday 1,330 bags. Prices 
here are unchanged from former figures 
of $78@80 for 29 per cent. tannic acid 
test, $76@78 for 28 per cent., and $74@ 
76 for 27 per cent. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—The amount go- 
ing into actual consumption, as meas- 
ured by current sales is not very heavy, 
but there is nevertheless some improve- 
ment apparent over recent weeks. 
Round lots are quoted at 23%c. For 
deliveries of one to ten kegs 26% to 28c. 
is asked according to seller and quan- 
tity. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—It might have been 
inferred from the recent announce- 
ment that operations had been resumed 
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among certain tin plate mills, that 
prices for pig tin would strengthen, 
but such hag not been the result. The 
market remains very weak. Tin crys- 
tals have found but light demand and 
continue on the same basis as last re- 
ported except that resellers at 18%c. 
have been largely eliminated, 19c. be- 
ing the current quotation for moderate 
to large consignments, and up to 2lc. 
for small quantities. 

TURMERIC.—Local dealers have ex- 
perienced such a sluggish buying move- 
ment and so little interest has been 
manifested in future requirements that 
no test of the market has been possible. 
The scarcity of some grades, however, 
makes prices very firm. Madras and 
Aleppy are in most liberal supply. 
China and Cochin bulbs are understood 
to be exceptionally short and Pubna 
practically cleaned out. The quotations 
ruling on the spot are 6@7c. for Madras; 
5@6c. for Aleppy; Pubna 44%4@ic. ; China 
4@4\%c., and Cochin bulbs 3@3'4c. 

ZINC DUST.—The item has been pro- 
ductive of no news features, principally 
going out in light parcels on the recent 
price basis of 54@5%c. No difference 
in the amount entering consuming 
channels is yet apparent.

Lull in Lima Petroleum Field. 


Lima, O., Jan. 23, 1908. 


Operations in the Lima petroleum fields of 
Ohio and Indiana are now more quiet than they 
have been during the last few years, with 
poor prospects of any revival during the win- 
ter season. The only thing that will bring 
about any activity is an increase in the price 
of the crude product, which is at this time a 
doubtful thing, taking under consideration the 
large production now being tanked in the IIli- 
nois and Oklahoma fields. The trade can feel 
well satisfied if the prices remain as substantial 
as they were during the year of 1907. Nothing 
new has opened up tn the Tiffin field, in north- 
western Ohio, with the exception of a couple 
of very small producers, but excitement pre- 
vails in the gas fields of Fairfield county, near 
Columbus, over the find of a 350-barrel gusher 
in the Clinton limestone formation, and a 
fine grade product, being among the best in the 
State. The total runs from the wells of the 
entire Lima field for the first 18 days of Janu- 
ary were 554,606 barrels, an average of 30.811 
barrels, and the deliveries were 624,101 bar- 
Tels, an average of 34.672 barrels. This 
shows a decline in stocks on hand of 69,495 
barrels. Of this amount the northwestern 
Ohio end of the field shows runs from wells of 
362,231 barrels, and deliveries of 215,911 bar- 
rels, and the Indiana end of 192,375 barrels 
Le and deliveries amounting to 408,190 bar- 
rels, 

The week’s new development work in the 
two flelds shows a completion of 29 wells, 4 dry 
holes and a new production of 607 barrels, a 
heavy decline from the previous week’s work. 
In the northwestern Ohio end there were 14 
wells completed, 2 dry holes, and a new pro- 
duction of 217 barrels, distributed by counties 
as follows: Wood, 4 wells, 82 barrels; Han- 
cock, one well, 50 barrels; Allen, one well, 20 
barrels; Sandusky, one well, 10 barrels; Lucas, 
2 wells, one dry, 20 barrels; Seneca, 2 wells’ 
18 barrels; Mercer, one well, 9 barrels; Van 
Wert, 1 well, 8 barrels, and Wyandot, one 
dry hole. In the Indiana end of the field there 
were 15 wells completed, 2 dry holes, and a 
new production of 390 barrels, by counties as 
follows: Wells, 3 wells, 87 barrels; Jay, 4 
wells, 106 barrels; Adams, one dry hole; Grant, 
4 wells, 82 barrels; Delaware, one well, 90 
barrels; Gibson, one well, 25 barrels, and 
Parks, one dry hole.

Severe Tax on Illinois’ Storage Fa- 
ellities for Petroleum. 


Marshall, Ill., Jan. 23, 1908. 


Operators in the Illinois petroleum fields are 
now taking a short siesta that will no doubt 
last through the winter months, but when the 
summer time comes there are great prospects 
of a rush of the drill, not only in the older 
and tried fields, but in pastures green. Now 
that the trunk pipe line from Martinsville to 
Alton has been completed, the trade will no 
doubt secure leases along this trunk line and 
test the intervening territory very thoroughly 
before fall. While a number of attempts to 
find oil have been made to the west of the pro- 
ducing area and toward the Mississippi River 
without results, it does not signify that all the 
territory between is of the dry nature, for a 
test well in Illinois only tests a few feet 
around the hole that is drilled. Two wildcat 
ventures have been completed in Clinton 
county about one hundred miles west of the 
field, and both are dry. They were drilled by 
Pittsburgh parties, and in the southwestern 
section of the State, in Jackson county, a little 
crude has been found in an advance test that 
gives some encouragement, and another small 
well has been drilled near Sparta, where some 
excitement prevailed a year ago, but to interest 
the trade to any extent a test well must snow 
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big, and then business always starts up right 
away. The finding of a good producer in 
advance of present development work would 
create a stampede, as about the best of the 
present field is now outlined and pretty well 
drilled over, with the exception of the drilling 
of locations on the inside of large tracts. 

According to statistics compiled during the 
year of 1907 there were 2,840 wells drilled in 
Crawford county, 1,176 in Clark county, 690 in 
Lawrence county, 152 in Cumberland county, 
fifty-six in Coles county, twenty-five in Edgar 
county and forty-eight in outside counties in 
mostly the southern section of the State. Of 
the combined number drilled in the State there 
were 728 dry holes, or about seven per cent. 
of the completions were dry holes or gas wells. 
This is a small average of failures for the 
amount of test work done in the State for the 
year and speaks well for the new and produc- 
tive oil field. 

The runs of crude by the pipe lines from the 
wells in the field for the first eighteen days of 
the present month average a little better than 
77,000 barrels a day, which is looked upon as 
about all the pipe line storage is capable of 
caring for, as all available tankage is full 
and overflowing with crude, and at least a 
million barrels of crude are still maintained in 
wooden tankage on the many leases. Some 
leases have as high as 10,000 barrels in wooden 
tankage, but indications are that this will all 
be moved before the spring season opens up. 
The market price of the crude in this field is 
very good for the large production that ts in 
sight. The total runs from the wells for the 
eighteen days are 1,210,561 barrels, and the 
total deliveries for the same time were only 
3,405 barrels, showing that about all of the 
crude is being put into stocks. 

The last week’s work shows ninety-one wells 
completed, twenty-one dry holes and a new 
production added of 5,108 barrels, distributed 
by counties as follows:—Crawford, 58 wells, 
5 dry, 4,368 barrels; Clark, 15 wells, 9 dry, 
175 barrels; Lawrence, 11 wells, 2 dry, 545 
barrels; Cumberland, 2 wells, 1 dry, 20 barrels; 
Coles, 1 dry; Randolp, 2 wells dry, and Clin- 
ton, 2 dry holes.

Possibilities of Another Glenn Pool 
in Mid-Continent Field. 


: Independence, Kan., Jan. 21, 1908. 


There is little drilling going on in any par- 
ticular part of the mid-continent field at the 
present time. Scores of strings of tools are 
lying idle in every district. As an illustration 
of the difference in field work now and a few 
weeks ago may be cited the case of Litchfield 
and Sawyer of this city. A little while ago 
they were running fifteen strings of drilling 
tools. Now they are running two. Others 
have laid off more than this. Still there are 
quite a number of wells here and there being 
drilled of more than passing interest. It is 
the usual custom during dull times for oil 
men to do their wildcatting. There are two 
reasons for this; first, land and labor can be 
had cheaper, and, second, operations at such 
times usually attract less attention. 

Just now the chief interest in the mid-conti 
nent operations is at Bald Hill, north and east 
of the Morris pool. This is where Galbreath 
& Chesley, the men who discovered the great 
Glenn pool, declared they could drill and open 
another pool. The first well was drilltd by 
them two months ago and was a big ga@ser, 
spraying oil. In spite of the fact that they 
held large acreage in that vicinity before they 
began operations, others have found leases 
around them, and several wells are starting 
and now coming in. The pool lies eight to 
eleven miles north of Morris, where Morris de- 
velopers had little suspected the extension of 
that pool would be found, their tests being for 
the most part southward instead of northward. 

For several days interest has been centered 
in the John Steel venture on the Jefferson allot- 
ment in section 32-15-14. This is across the 
township line a little northeast of the Gal- 
breath & Chesley discovery well in 14-14. Full 
particulars of the capacity of this well have 
not yet been received from the field. Gae 
was at first found and when three feet in the 
sand it was showing for 200 barrels. This was 
the last report. It looks like a good producer 
and gives zest to the prospect that a new pool 
has been discovered. Galbreath & Chesley 
have their No, 1 on the Osborn or Barnett in 
21-15-14 in the sand. When it was two screws 
in it made a fine flow and is probably a big 
well. This is the extent of completed wells, 
or tests to the sand up to this time. Galbreath 
& Chesley have a well drilling on the Dick 
Jefferson in 22-15-14. The hole went crooked 
and the rig had to be moved to a new location. 
They have just completed another rig on the 
Martin in section 20. [In section 15 Galbreath, 
Chesley, Payne and others have a rig up on 
the Payne farm and will drill at once Inde- 
pendence parties are interested in thie ven- 
ture. In 35-14-14 Levy & Co. are drilling a test 
on the Hawkins. In 6-14-14, ten miles north 
east of Morris Caton, Burns & Beal have a 
wildcat in the top of the sand. When three 
feet in the pay it showed for 250 barrels A 
tank was set yesterday and the well will be 
drilled in to-day or to-morrow. The oil has 
been flowing out on the mud. It now looks as 
if another pool, possibly a eecond Glenn, had 
been discovered north of Morris. 

There is unusual interest in the doings of the 
Drillers Oil Company on the Newcomb lease in 
34-27-16 of the Delaware pool. This is the 
lease for which there was such a scramble a 
few months ago, a party of Independence men, 
including George T. Guernsey, T. B, Booth, Ed 
Reese Whitford and others, sending a repre- 
sentative to the island of Cuba to secure the 
same. It is said the lease cost about $6,000. 
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The first well came in a duster. The second 
well is just now nearing completion. 

The oil sand was encountered on Sunday. 
This well is a little southwest of the first hole 
and east of the big Gavin wells on the adjoin- 
ing tract. It came in a gusher. The owners 
of the well declare it is as good as the Gavin 
wells, which started off at 1,500 barrels. It 
was being drilled in yesterday. The most of 
this lease now looks good for big welle. The 
beauty of this property is the caliber the
